Loss  To  East  Central  Community 

Attorney,  Leader 
In  Junior  College 
State-Wide  Growth

the  Board  of  Trustees  of  East 
Central  Junior  College  since  1948 
and  a member  of  the  Board  since 
Scott  County  became  a member 
of  the  district  in  1928,  died  at  his 
home  in  Forest,  December  29.  Im- 
pressive funeral  services  were  held 
at  the  Baptist  Church  in  Forest, 
December  31. 

East  Central  Junior  College  has 
suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in  the 
passing  of  Mr.  Huff.  He  made 
contributions  to  the  college  that 
were  outstanding.  He  worked 
with  great  diligence  and  enthu- 
siasm during  his  twenty-three 
years  of  service  as  trustee,  and 
he  has  results  to  show  for  his 
labors.  The  first  major  building 
program  for  the  college  in  1937 
was  put  over  in  large  part  thru 
his  cooperation  in  steering  a very 
difficult  bond  issue  through  local 
authorities  and  the  federal  gov- 
ersment.

Yes ! We're  Interested  In  Politics 

The  TOM-TOM  has  recently  been  criticized  in  the  editorial  col- 
umns of  another  college  publication  in  the  state.  The  writer  seems 
to  think  that  our  publication  has  become  too  “political.”  This  crit- 
icism came  as  a result  of  our  publishing  editorials  dealing  with  cur- 
rent political  issues  of  nation-wide  scope,  having  editorial  cartoons, 
and  discussing  world  affairs  in  our  columns. 

We  do  not  deny  that  we  are  interested  in  politics,  for  we  ARE, 
and  try  to  arouse  like  interest  in  our  readers,  for  we  feel  that  politics 
is  an  important  factor  in  American  lif^. 

We  feel  that  students  come  to  East  Central  to  get  a well-rounded 
education.  We  do  not  think  that  they  should  shut  themselves  away 
from  the  rest  of  the  world  and  be  interested  only  in  their  school 
activities,  but  that  they  should  take  an  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
world  and  in  politics,  if  you  please.  On  our  editorial  page,  therefore, 
we  try  to  bring  before  the  students  for  their  thought  and  considera- 
tion the  most  outstanding  world  events  of  the  day. 

The  students  here  at  East  Central  and  at  other  colleges  will  be 
the  adut  citizens  and  leaders  of  our  nation  in  only  a few  years.  If 
education  in  political  matters  and  current  events  is  neglected  now, 
the  government  of  our  nation  will  suffer  in  years  to  come. 

Certainly  we  need  to  be  more  “politically  minded”  here  in  Missis- 
sippi. In  every  election  there  are  many  qualified  voters  who  fail  to 
exercise  their  privilege  of  voting  merely  because  of  lack  of  interest. 
When  so  few  people  are  interested  in  the  affairs  of  the  government, 
then  there  is  the  danger  of  the  control  of  the  governmnt  falling  into 
the  hands  of  a few  and  resulting  in  such  undemocratic  ways  of  life 
as  socialism  and  communism. 

We  don’t  want  this  to  happen  to  our  nation.  We  want  educated 
citizens  interested  in  politics  and  willing,  even  feeling  it  a personal 
responsibility,  to  participate  in  good  clean  government.  We  want 
citizens  who  will  vote  with  an  open  and  intelligent  mind.  We  want 
good  loyal  citizens  desiring  to  preserve  our  democracy. 

To  have  this  kind  of  citizens,  principles  of  democracy  and  inter- 
est in  government  affairs  must  be  instilled  in  the  future  citizens 
from  their  youth.  If  this  is  done,  we  believe  they  will  grow  to  be 
true,  loyal,  capable  citizens.  Since  we  of  the  TOM-TOM  staff  believe 
this,  we  have  in  the  past  been  trying  in  our  feeble  way  to  do  our 
part,  and  to  stimulate  our  students  to  become  informed  on  world  af- 
fairs. In  fact  we  are  attempting  to  lead  them  to  develop  a keen  con- 
sciousness concerning  such  factors.  This  we  shall  continue  to  do.

Let  this  be  an  inspiration  to  you  singers  to  work  harder  and 
show  the  rest  of  the  school  that  you  really  deserve  choir  robes. 
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We  Must  Consider  Our  Own  Welfare 

After  a long  delay,  Mr.  Churchill  finally  told  Congress  that  he 
came  to  the  United  States  to  get  economic  help  for  England. 

Many  Congressmen  seemed  relieved  when  Churchill  announced 
that  he  wanted  steel  instead  of  money.  Of  course  this  proves  that  he 
is  not  primarily  interested  in  the  comfort  of  the  English  but  in  Eng- 
land’s being  able  to  discharge  her  share  creditably  in  any  possible 
international  crisis  that  might  arise,  but  giving  England  steel  will 
cost  our  taxpayers  money,  just  as  it  would  cost  to  give  England 
money. 

England  needs  steel,  but  how  long  are  the  taxpayers  of  the 
United  States  going  to  be  able  to  stand  the  drain  on  their  pocket 
books  that  supporting  other  nations  has  caused.  If  any  student  on 
this  campus  goes  out  and  earns  $40  a week,  12%  % or  $5  is  taken  out 
for  income  tax  before  the  employee  ever  sees  the  money.  This  does 
not  include  the  many  other  taxes  that  a person  must  pay. 

The  people  of  the  U.  S.  cannot  stand  many  more  taxes.  Our  whole 
economy  will  be  wrecked  if  we  continue  to  pile  taxes  on  the  Am- 
erican public. 

In  the  present  world  situation  our  main  hope  of  overcoming  Rus- 
sia is  our  ability  to  produce  more  and  better  military  equipment  than 
they  can.  If  we  send  our  raw  material  to  other  countries,  there  is  the 
possibility  that  these  materials  will  not  be  used  as  efficiently  as  we 
would  use  it  here  in  the  United  States.  By  shipping  too  much  of  our 
raw  materials  and  finances  to  other  countries  we  could  lose  our  in- 
dustrial superiority  over  Russia.  This  could  prove  fatal. 

We  must  consider  our  own  national  welfare  before  we  give  hand- 
outs of  money,  steel  or  anything  else  to  every  nation  that  asks  for 
them.

throw  away  his  crutches  and  brac- 
es and  walk  without  the  aid  of. 
either?  aybe  never. 

It  was  through  our  contribu- 
tions that  this  youngsters  as  well 
as  others  like  him,  were  given  ex- 
cellent medical  attention,  and  per- 
mitted to  overcome,  to  a small 
extent,  his  handicap. 

I know  that  we  as  college  stu- 
dents do  not  often  have  much 
monye,  but  if  we  will  all  give 
some,  no  matter  how  small,  it 
will  greatly  help  the  cause.

East  Central  Junior  College  will 
participate  in  the  17th  annual 
TIME-sponsored  Current  Affairs 
Contest  to  be  held  February  2 at 
the  third  period. 

The  student  body  and  faculty 
have  been  divided  into  the  follow- 
ing groups:  freshman,  sophomore, 
night  school,  juniors,  seniors  and 
faculty.  TIME  will  award  to  the 
individual  winners  in  each  group 
specially  designed  bronze  medals. 
Each  medal  will  be  engraved  with 
the  winner’s  name  and  the  leg- 
end “First  Prize,  presented  by 
the  Editors  of  TIME  to  (Win- 
ner’s name).  TIME  Current  Af- 
fairs Contest,  1952.” 

After  the  final  scores  have  been 
noted  and  the  awards  presented, 
the  test  authors  will  make  a con- 
fidential analysis  and  report  on  a 
nationwide  basis  to  enable  each 
school,  if  they  desire,  to  compare 
results  with  other  schools  using 
the  test. 

Since  1937,  more  than  850,000 
students  in  private  schools  and 
junior  colleges  have  taken  part  in 
the  contest.  While  the  test,  used 
as  the  basis  for  the  contest,  was 
prepared  by  Elmo  C.  Wilson,  Pre- 
sident of  the  International  Pub- 
lic Opinion  Research,  Inc.,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Editors  of 
TIME,  questions  will  not  be  lim- 
ited to  TIME  itself  but  will  cover 
recent  news  regardless  of  its 
source. 

More  than  four  hundred  inde- 
pendent schools  are  expected  to 
enter  this  popular  scholastic  event 
covering  current  affairs  and  world 
events  of  the  last  four  months  of 
1951.

Helps  Local  Girl 

What  do  you  say  when  you  are 
isked  to  contribute  to  the  March 
of  Dimes  Fund?  Have  you  ever 
really  given  any  thought  to  the 
wonderful  work  which  this  or- 
ganization is  doing? 

The  March  of  Dimes  is  an  or- 
ganization which  was  organized 
by  the  late  Franklin  D.  Roose- 
velt, a victim  of  infantile  paraly- 
sis. Its  purpose  is  to  help  those 
people  who  have  had  infantile 
paralysis  or  polio;  this  help  may 
be  administered  personally  or 
through  a crippled  children’s 
home.  « 

I would  like  to  share  with  you 
the  story  of  one  little  girl  who 
has  received  help — a girl  within 
our  own  community. 

Little  Laurette  Bryant,  a smil- 
ing, brown-eyed,  fourth  grade  pu- 
pil of  Decatur  Consolidated  school, 
has  much  to  tell  of  her  experien- 
ces. Although  she  has  an  afflicted 
hand  and  foot,  she  attends  school 
regularly  riding-  in  on  the  bus. 
One  of  her  legs  is  shorter  than 
the  other,  and  she  is  denied  the 
use  of  one  hand,  but  she  doesn’t 
give  up. 

Laurette  has  been  to  one  of  the 
crippled  children’s  homes  and 
talks  happily  of  the  experiences 
she  had  there.  At  this  home  she 
was  furnished  with  a brace  for 
her  hand  and  foot;  she  wears  the 
brace  to  school  now.  The  children 
were  given  all  kinds  of  toys  to 
play  with — toys  to  cause  them  to 
use  both  hands  and  feet. 

All  the  children  had  school  five 
days  a week  and  were  taught  typ- 
ing about  an  hour  everyday.  They 
are  taught  the  practical  things  of 
everyday  life,  so  that  they  may 
live  as  nearly  a normal  life  as 
possible. 

On  Sunday  the  children  are 
taken  to  Sunday  School  and 
church.  Occasionally  they  go  on 
camp  meetings  or  for  an  airplane 
ride — anything  to  employ  the 
mind. 

Think  of  Laurette  and  the  mil- 
lions like  her,  although  there  are 
many  who  are  worse  afflicted 
than  she,  who  would  like  to  be 
able  to  run  and  play  as  other 
children  do.  The  donation  you 
give  might  help  to  purchase  a 
brace  for  someone  you  know  and 
love.

Fortune  Is  Speaker 
At  EC  Graduation 

Dr.  P.  L.  Fortune,  Associate  pro- 
fessor of  History  and  Acting  dean 
at  Mississippi  Southern  College, 
was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  in- 
formal graduation  exercise  of  the 
mid-term  graduates  of  East  Cen- 
tral. 

The  theme  of  Dr.  Fortune’s 
speech  was  the  main  purposes  of 
an  education.  According  to  Dr 
Fortune,  there  are  four  main  pur- 
poses for  a person’s  having  a good 
education.  First,  education  pro- 
vides the  tools  for  getting  further 
education;  a person’s  education 
should  not  stop  when  he  receives 
his  college  degree;  it  should  in 
fact  only  begin.  Second,  educa- 
tion helps  to  build  strong  moral 
character  which  is  most  impor- 
tant in  gaining  success  in  life. 
Third,  education  prepares  a per- 
son for  a vocation  through  which 
he  can  make  a living  and  make  a 
contribution  to  society.  Fourth, 
education  should  help  a person 
develop  a sense  of  humor  which 
is  so  essential  to  one’s  being  able 
to  get  along  peaceably  with  oth- 
ers. Success  in  many  vocations, 
especially  politics,  is  largely  de- 
pendent on  one’s  ability  to  get 
along  well  with  the  other  person, 
said  Dr.  Fortune.  An  education  is 
something  to  work  on  and  with, 
the  speaker  concluded;  an  educa- 
tion is  never  completed  in  a col- 
lege— it  continues  for  a lifetime.

Slight  Decrease  In 
Enrollment  Reported 

According  to  the  figures  re- 
leased from  the  Registrar’s  office, 
there  is  a slight  decrease  of  only 
seventeen  students  in  the  enroll- 
ment for  the  second  semester. 

The  enrollment  in  the  various 
classes  for  the  two  semesters  are 
as  follows:  The  sophomore  class 
includes  105  students,  second  se- 
mester, compared  to  the  194  stu- 
dents first  semester;  the  freshman 
class  shows  an  increase  from  121 
students  to  176  making  a total 
of  297  regular  college  students  en- 
rolled second  semester.  There  is  a 
slight  decrease  in  high  school  stu- 
dents from  fifty-one  last  semester 
to  forty-six  this  semester.  There 
are  sixty  shop  students  this  se- 
mester and  fifty-one  night  stu- 
dents, making  a total  of  477  stu- 
dents compared  to  the  494  last 
semester. 

Some  of  the  boys  withdrew  to 
enter  different  branches  of  the 
Armed  services;  other  students 
are  now  employed  in  various  fields 
of  work,  and  there  were  several 
newly  married  students  who  with- 
drew from  school. 

There  was  an  additional  loss  of 
twelve  students  who  graduated 
first  semester;  however,  there  was 
a gain  of  eleven  new  students 
who  have  enrolled  for  second  se- 
mester.

Landscaping  Plan 
Gets  Underway  On 
College  Grounds 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Cam- 
pus Improvement  Committee,  new 
shrubs  and  flowers  have  recent- 
ly been  added  to  the  East  Cen- 
tral campus  to  make  it  more 
beautiful. 

This  undertaking,  which  was 
planned  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  was  carried  out  on  January 
17th  and  18th.  Shrubbery  was 
planted  to  replace  that  which  had 
died  or  had  outgrown  its  useful- 
ness and  shrubs  were  also  planted 
around  new  additions  such  as  the 
cafeteria,  gymnasium,  etc. 

The  committee  had  the  services 
of  V.  E.  Graham  of  Hattiesburg, 
a specialist  in  landscaping,  who  is 
with  the  vocational  division  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education. 
He  has  worked  with  the  commit- 
tee in  beginning  the  plan  of  beau- 
tification which  will  take  several 
years  to  complete. 

High  school  vocational  agricul- 
ture classes  and  college  horticul- 
ture classes  also  aided  in  the  pro- 
ject so  as  to  get  practical  exper- 
ience. 

Several  areas  of  the  campus  re- 
ceived attention  during  the  under- 
taking. The  plants  planted  in 
front  of  the  commerce  building 
include  Sylvester  juniper,  nandina, 
camellias  and  Japanese  yew. 

In  the  area  between  the  cafe- 
teria and  Jackson  Hall  several 
varieties  of  azaleas -were  planted 
with  sasanquas  at  the  points  of 
accent.  Azaleas  there  include  for- 
mosa,  snow,  and  Christmas  cheer. 
St.  Augustine  grass  was  planted 
around  the  tree  in  the  center  of 
that  area. 

Around  the  cafeteria  was  plant- 
ed pittos  porium,  Nandina,  sasan- 
quas, Japanese  yews,  camellias, 
and  abelias. 

At  other  points  of  the  campus 
old  shrubs  were  replaced  with  pit- 
tosporium,  Japanese  yew  and  cape 
jasmine. 

Jackson  Hall  plans  are  not 
completed,  but  planting  will  soon 
be  completed  there;  plants  used 
will  include  camellias,  Chinese 
holly,  dwarf  azaleas,  and  nandi- 
nas  in  addition  to  the  flowers 
grown  in  the  beds. 

According  to  Mr.  Palmer,  chair- 
man of  the  Campus  Improvemnet 
Committee,  plans  are  being  made 
to  get  to  all  areas  of  the  campus 
as  soon  as  possible.  The  culture 
of  the  plants  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  Campus  Improve- 
ment Committee;  however,  horti- 
culture classes  and  high  school  ag- 
riculture classes  will  get  experi- 
ence by  pruning,  spraying,  cul- 
tivating, and  fertilizing  the  plants.

Three  of  these  boys  have  made 
All-State  during  their  basketball 
experience,  and  it  looks  as  if  all 
four  of  them  will  have  made  All- 
State  by  the  end  of  the  season. 


William  Pogue,  the  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Pogue  of  Hickory, 
came  to  East  Central  in  the  fall 
of  1950  to  join  the  Warrior  squad. 
Pogue  played  three  years  on  first 
team  for  Hickory.  In  high  school 
Pogue  had  an  eighteen  point  av- 
erage for  the  three  years  he  play- 
ed. 

Last  year  Pogue  made  All-State 
and  showed  that  he  was  among 
the  best  that  East  Central  has 
ever  seen. 

This  year  Pogue  has  shown  that 
he  really  wanted  to  hold  that  All- 
State  title  which  he  won  last  year. 
Pogue  now  holds  a twenty-three 
point  overage  per  game  up  to  date. 
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Captain  Richard  Harris,  the  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  O.  Harris  of 
Hickory,  came  to  East  Central  in 
1950  to  play  College  basketball. 

In  high  school  Harris  played 
four  years  of  basketball  which  has 
helped  put  him  at  the  top.

the  legislature  he  drafted  two 
major  bills  that  affected  not  only 
East  Central  Junior  College  but 
all  other  junior  colleges  in  the 
state.  One  of  them  permitted  jun- 
ior colleges  to  accept  tuition  from 
the  veterans’  administration. 
Without  this,  the  college  would 
not  have  been  able  to  provide  the 
program  for  veterans.  The  other 
permits  all  the  junior  colleges  to 
borrow  up  to  $50,000.00  for  the 
construction  of  buildings.  Practi- 
cally every  junior  college  in  the 
state  took  advantage  of  this  legis- 
lation. The  Leake  County  Apart- 
ment building  on  our  own  cam- 
pus could  not  have  been  built  but 
for  this  legislation. 

One  of  the  most  significant 
works  that  he  ever  did  for  the 
junior  colleges  of  the  state  was 
his  contribution  to  the  general  re- 
vision of  junior  college  laws  en- 
acted by  the  legislature  in  the 
1950  regular  session. 

Mr.  Huff  was  genuinely  intre- 
ested  in  securing  adequate  local 
financial  support  for  the  college. 
He  supported  wholeheartedly  the 
proposition  that  all  the  counties 
shoud  have  the  same  levy  and  an 
adequate  one.  He  was  attorney  for 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  Scott 
County  and  was  in  position  to  ad- 
vise the  members  there  of  the 
value  of  the  college  to  Scott 
County.

E.C.J.C.  Sponsors 
Community  Project 

One  “way  in  which  East  Central 
is  participating  in  current  affairs 
is  by  sponsoring  the  Newton 
County  Community  development 
program  which  began  January  1, 
1952  and  will  end  December  1, 
1952. 

This  project  was  inaugurated 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
farm  production  by  using  im- 
proved methods  of  farming  which 
will  increase  farm  income  and 
provide  better  living  in  rural  com- 
munities and  mean  more  business 
for  everyone. 

This  program  is  sponsored  by 
the  business  and  professional  men 
of  the  county  in  cooperation  with 
banks  and  other  public  agencies 
and  institutions.  The  awards  will 
be  as  follows:  Top  community 
prize  $300;  second  prize  will  be 
$200;  third  prize  will  be  $100; 
and  fourth  prize  will  be  $50.  The 
best  individual  farm  prize  in  each 
community  will  be  $25.  The 
sweepstake  will  be  $100  for  the 
best  individual  farmer,  and  in 
addition  there  will  be  prizes  to 
the  individuals  with  the  highest 
production  fh  corn  and  cotton. 

Any  community  in  Newton 
County  or  trade  locality  can  en- 
ter the  program  if  fifteen  fami- 
lies will  participate.  Indications 
are  that  fifteen  to  eighteen  com- 
munities will  enter  the  program 
this  year. 

Score  cards  have  been  set  up 
by  a committee  to  determine  the 
winners.  The  basis  of  the  score 
card  is  a well-rounded  diversified 
farm  program. 

The  main  idea  is  that  produc- 
tion can  be  greatly  increased  in 
this  county  as  a result  of  in- 
creased production.  The  citizens 
of  the  county  will  enjoy  better 
economic  conditions  which  will 
directly  affect  the  homes,  schools, 
churches,  and  other  institutions 
of  the  community. 

Seven  communities  completed 
this  program  last  year.

Few  people  seem  gen- 
uinely interested  in  anything.  School  work  is  neglected,  extra-cur- 
ricular activities  are  shunned.  There  is  a conspicuous  lack  of  school 
spirit  in  regard  to  drives,  elections,  programs,  or  even  athletics. 
Not  only  do  we  seem  to  neglect  our  school  work,  but  our  social  life 
as  well.  The  student  center  even  is  no  longer  the  place  of  humming 
activity  that  it  once  was.  Even  dating  seems  to  be  out  of  style  on 
the  campus  since  we  see  so  few  couples  about. 

To  be  sure  there  is  cause  for  this  unusual  s'.ate  of  affairs  for  we 
are  living  in  an  unusual  age — an  age  of  fear,  doubt,  misunderstanding 
and  uncertainty.  We  do  not  know  what  the  future  holds  for  us. 
We  are  afraid  to  make  plans-knowing  they  probably  will  be  hinder- 
ed. We  feel  lost  and  insecure,  listless  and  powerless  to  do  anything 
to  improve  our  lot. 

However  there  are  things  we  can  do.  Each  of  us  should  have  a 
definite  goal  toward  which  to  work.  We  should  map  out  our  school 
work  accordingly  and  be  interested  in  the  subjects  we  are  taking. 
We  should  try  to  master  our  lessons  each  day  with  our  goal  in  mind, 
for  though  we  do  not  know  what  lies  ahead  in  the  future,  we  want 
to  be  prepared  as  best  we  can.  We  should  set  aside  a definite  time 
to  study  each  day  and  stick  to  it — refusing  to  idle  away  our  time. 

We  should  not  load  ourselves  down  with  extra-curricular  acti- 
vities, but  each  student  should  be  extremely  active  in  at  least  one 
or  two  which  interest  him  most. 

Just  as  we  should  study  and  work  hard — so  should  we  take 
time  out  for  recreation,  play,  and  social  life-gaining  new  skills, 
learning  new  games,  making  new  friends,  developing  a real  interest 
in  people. 

Certainly  we  should  develop  more  school  spirit.  We  should 
cooperate  with  the  Student  Council  in  drives  and  elections.  Definite- 
ly we  should  support  our  athletic  teams  more.  They  work  hard  for 
the  school  and  we  appreciate  it,  but  do  we  let  them  know  it?  Do  we 
cheer  them  on  to  victory  or  do  we  silently  sit  as  they  strive  toward 
that  goal?  Let’s  let  them  know  we  are  betting  on  them. 

Let’s  all  buck  up,  take  an  imaginary  drink  of  Hadacol,  with 
vim  and  vitality  throw  ourselves  wholeheartedly  into  our  work 
into  our  places,  forget  our  troubles  and  make  the  rest  of  this  school 
year  worth  living!

Has  the  Student  Council  Been  a Success 

The  Student  Council  has  just  finished  its  fiist  semester  at  East 
Central  Junior  College. 

With  the  idea  in  mind  of  making  a constructive  evaluation  of 
our  Student  Council,  I have  asked  members  of  the  Student  Council, 
Teachers  and  Students  if  they  think  the  Student  Council  has  pro- 
vided the  initiative  and  leadership  that  it  was  expected  to  provide. 

The  general  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the  council  has  fallen 
short  of  some  expectations.  I decided  to  see  what  I could  do  a"bout 
finding  out  the  cause  of  some  of  these  short-comings. 

One  of  the  Freshmen  members  felt  that  the  students  did  not 
know  what  was  expected  of  them.  This  member  said  she  had  never 
seen  a copy  of  the  constitution  until  recently.  I am  sure  that  very 
few  people  in  the  Freshman  class  have  had  an  opportunity  to  learn 
much  about  the  Student  Council. 

Another  opinion  of  the  cause  of  lack  of  progress  is  the  irregu- 
larity of  meetings  and  members  not  coming  when  meetings  are 
called.  Some  people  were  not  at  all  impressed  when  the  members 
of  their  class  gave  them  the  responsibility  of  representing  them. 
Some  of  the  old  members  suggested  that  the  constitution  be  a- 
mended  so  that  a representative  who  missed  meetings  without  a 
cause  would  lose  his  seat  on  the  council.  I was  asked  to  remind  you 
that  you  should  begin  thinking  about  good  members  for  next  year’s 
Student  Council. 

Some  people  think  the  Student  Council  has  fallen  down  in 


providing  social  affairs.  Play  night  has  been  sadly  neglected  this 
year.  There  have  been  ball  games  on  several  nights,  but  there  have 
been  other  nights  when  play  night  should  have  been  planned. 

Lack  of  student  interest  is  probably  a big  factor  in  the  lack  of 
progress  in  the  student  council.  I wonder  how  many  students  have 
talked  to  members  of  the  student  council  and  let  them  know  that 
they  were  interested  in  the  work  of  the  group  who  has  been  elect- 
ed to  provide  leadership  for  the  entire  student  body,  in  working 
"Toward  a bigger  and  better  E.C.J.C.’’ 

The  members  of  the  Student  Council  have  done  a lot  of  hard 
work,  but  they  should  not  have  had  to  do  all  of  this  work.  They 
should  be  a planning  committee  to  offer  other  people  the  oppor- 
tunity of  working  to  serve  their  school.  Such  service  would  be  the 
means  of  developing  the  personality  and  leadership  of  many  indi- 
vidual students,  giving  them  the  training  that  a good  citizen  needs. 
To  make  the  Student  Body  Association  a success  on  the  East  Cen- 
tral campus,  not  only  must  the  elected  members  themselves  dem- 
onstrate the  initiative  and  leadership  that  they  were  elected  to 
provide,  but  each  student  must  be  willing  to  follow  the  leadership 
of  the  Student  Council  and  cooperate  with  them  in  every  way.

Hershey  Releases 
Latest  Information 
Concerning  Draft 

(A.C.P.)  Major  General  Lewis 
B.  Hershey,  director  of  selective 
service,  last  week  issued  a,  state- 
ment clarifying  the  draft  law, 
complete  with  1951  amendments, 
as  it  pertains  to  college  students. 

Here,  briefly,  is  how  things 
stand:  There  will  be  no  more 
postponements,  only  Deferments. 
That  is,  students  who  get  called 
for  induction  will  be  deferred  un- 
til the  end  of  the  academic  year. 
But  students  in  this  situation  are 
granted  only  one  deferment — 
after  that  they  must  enter  the 
service. 

Gen.  Hershey  says  a student 
who  gets  his  induction  orders 
shouldn’t  get  panicky.  All  he  has 
to  do  is  to  ask  his  dean  to  tell 
the  local  board  that  he  (the  stu- 
dent) is  doing  satisfactory  work, 
and  that  this  work  began  befc. 
he  got  his  induction  notice. 

But  remember:  Enrollment,  ac- 
ceptance and  registration  don’t 
count.  The  important  thing  is  ac- 
tual attendance  at  classes. 

The  classification  described  a- 
bove  is  called  1-S.  There  is  also  a 
2-S  classification.  This  deferment 
may  be  renewed  each  year,  thus 
permitting  the  student  to  finish 
college  beforq  “going  in.”  A 1-S 
deferment,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
a “one  year”  deal. 

How  does  one  get  a 2-S  defer- 
ment? We  . . .,  getting  a score  of 
70  or  better  on  the  selective  ser- 
vice college  qualification  test  helps 
a lot.  So  does  being  in  the  upper 
portion  of  the  class.  Draft  boards 
take  both  these  points  into  ac- 
count when  passing  out  classifi- 
cations. 

Gen.  Hershey  says  students  who 
meet  one  or  both  of  these  quali- 
fications can  appeal  to  their  state 
appeal  board,  if  they  don’t  get  a 
2-S  rating.  Furthermore,  1-S  de- 
ferments may  be  switched,  in  some 
cases,  to  a 1-S  at  the  end  of  an 
academic  year. 

What  about  enistments?  The 
Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force  have 
agreed  not  to  accept  any  man  for 
enlistment  after  he  has  been  call- 
ed for  his  pre-induction  physical.

American  is  a development 
of  Rugby,  in  which  one  side  is;f 
allowed  undisputed  possession  of 
the  ball  at  the  moment  when  it 
is  put  into  play;  players  may  run 
ahead  of  the  man  with  the  ball 
to  prevent  his  being  tackled;  the 
forward  pass  is  permitted,  and,  it 
general,  the  play  is  more  system- 
atized and  formal.  The  ball  used 
in  the  Rugby  and  American  games 
is  elliptical  in  shape,  while  the 
Association  football  is  spherical.

Experiment  Station 
Is  Visited  By  E.  C. 
Field  Crops  Class 

Wednesday,  February  13,  the 
Field  Crops  class  visited  the 
Coastal  Plains  Branch  Experi- 
ment Station  located  on  High- 
way 80  between  Newton  and  Hick- 
ory. 

The  class  visited  the  experi- 
mental plots,  where  varying  a- 
mounts  and  combinations  of  plant 
nutrients  were  being  tested  on 
oats.  Tests  were  being  conducted 
with  various  types  of  oats,  wheat, 
barley  and  other  forage  crops  to 
determine  which  give  the  best  re- 
sults for  winter  grazing;  some 
varieties  were  being  tested  for 
grain  yields. 

Of  special  interest  was  exper- 
imental evidence  on  high  corn 
and  cotton  production.  High  pro- 
duction methods  were  explained, 
and  four  year  yielding  averages 
for  several  of  the  popular  varie- 
ties were  given.

Of  Our  Faith

State 

Everywhere  in  the  world  there 
is  need  of  greater  tolerance.  I 
have  run  into  that  particularly  in 
working  in  the  Far  East.  There  is 
need  of  much  closer  cooperation 
between  free  east  and  free  west 
so  that  we  can  all  preserve  our 
freedom.  However,  that  coopera- 
tion is  not  greater  because  the 
people  of  Asia  fear  the  intoler- 
ance and  arrogance  of  the  West- 
ern white  people  who  often  in 
Asia  have  displayed  a sense  of 
superiority,  based  only  on  color, 
and  who  have  ignored  the  rich- 
ness of  the  cultures  and  civiliza-- 
tions  of  Asia.  We  shall  particu- 
larly face  in  Japan  the  challenge 
of  working  in  free  cooperation  as 
equals  to  promote  peace  and  secu- 
rity in  the  Japan  area. 

I am  confident  we  shall  meet 
that  challenge  because  basically 
the  peoples  of  the  West  do  be- 
lieve in  the  equal  rights  and  equal 
destiny  of  all  men.  That  faith 
had  its  beginning  in  Judea,  where 
cast  and  west  meet,  and  through- 
out our  national  history  our  great- 
ness has  come  from  acts  inspired 
by  faith  that  all  men  were  en- 
dowed by  their  Creator  with  equal 
and  inalienable  rights.  Through- 
out our  national  history  we  have 
performed  great  deeds  inspired  by 
that  faith.  All  about  us  lie  new 
opportunities  and  new  occasions 
to  renew  that  faith  in  those  deeds. 

Let  us  then  go  forward  in  ac- 
cordance with  our  great  tradition.

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► Industrial  Arts  Is  Initiated  At  E.  C. 
To  Acquaint  Students  With  Industry

Being  offered  to  high  school 
students  for  the  first  time  is  In- 
dustrial Art,  a course  designed  to 
introduce  students  to  the  indus- 
tries. 

This  course,  which  requires  no 
requisite,  is  relatively  now  in 
e High  School  curriculum,  nev- 
er, having  been  offered  to  both 
girls  and  boys.  The  purpose  of  it, 
as  stated  by  Mr.  Leatherwood,  the 
instructor,  is  not  to  develop 
tradesmen  but  to  acquaint  stu- 
dents with  the  various  phases  of 
the  industries,  cultivating  the  in- 
terests of  those  who  plan  to  go 
into  the  professional  field. 

Industrial  Art  has  units  on  the 
different  fields  of  industrial  work. 
These  include  units  on  woodwork. 


sheet  metal,  welding,  forge  work, 
electricity  and  general  shop  work. 
The  students  study  the  textbook, 
Introduction  to  the  Industries,  aft- 
er which  they  carry  out  the  prin- 
ciples learned  in  actual  shop 
work. 

At  present,  the  unit  on  wood- 
work is  being  studied  with  the 
actual  shop  experience  being  car- 
ried out  in  the  laboratory  periods. 
This  work  is  exhibited  by  the  va- 
rious bookcases,  magazine  racks, 
tables,  and  what-nots  that  the 
students  have  made. 

This  course  is  fundamental  in 
introducing  the  students  to  the 
industries  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
similar  course  will  be  offered  to 
college  students  in  the  future. 


Unaware  of  the  camera,  the  high  school  Industrial  Art  Class  is 
engrossed  in  the  individual  projects  it  is  doing,  which  includes  the 
making  of  bookcases,  what-nots,  tables  and  other  articles  of  furni- 
ture. 


This  student  who  is  so  engrossed  in  his  work  is  operating  a cut- 
off saw,  which  is  used  to  cut  cross-grain  wood.  The  pieces  of  wood 
that  are  being  cut  will  eventually  be  a log  cabin.

He  made  solo 
appearances  with  the  New  York 
City  Symphony  Orchestra. 

In  1943  he  met  and  married  the 
former  Ann  Goodwin,  well  known 
and  talented  pianist.  Although 
she  is  a solo  pianist  in  her  own 
right,  and  her  annual  tours  cre- 
ate wide-spread  interest  and  very 
favorable  reviews,  she  is  also  the 
accompanist  for  her  husband, 
and  a partner  in  joint  recitals 
of  the  great  works  of  violin-piano 
literature. 


New  Drafting  Plans 
For  Tng.  Entrance 
Are  Released  By  V.  A. 

In  a recent  communication  from 
the  Veteran’s  administration  to 
the  dean’s  officeit  was  learned 
that  new  rules  have  been  estab- 
lished regarding  entrance  and 
continuance  of  training  during 
the  summer  of  1951  and  the  sub- 
sequent fall  and  winter  terms. 
These  rules  were  established  to 
clarify  the  July  25,  1951  deadline 
date  for  recipients  of  G.  I.  bene- 
fits. 

The  new  rules  are  as  follows: 

1.  Veterans  enrolled  in  Junior 
College  and  planning  to  return 
this  fall  may  re-enter  at  that  time 
without  any  action  on  their  part. 

2.  If  they  are  completing  their 
work  here  this  spring  and  plan 
to  enter  a senior  college  in  the 
fall,  they  must  submit  a written 
application  to  the  V.  A.  on  V.  A. 
form  7-1905e  before  the  end  of 
the  current  spring  semester. 

3.  Veterans  enrolled  in  hign 
school  who  plan  to  enter  junior 
college  in  the  fall  must  also  sub- 
mit a written  request  to  the  V.  A. 
before  the  end  of  the  spring  term. 

•4.  Veterans  who  are  now  in 
training,  but  desire  to  take  a 
course  of  training  at  this  insti- 
tution must  enter  training  on  or 
before  July  25,  1951. 

5.  Veterans  currently  enrolled  in 
a vocational  course  must  remain 
in  a continuous  training  course 
through  both  summer  and  win- 
ter sessions. 

6.  Veterans  who  are  in  the 
teaching  profession  may  enter 
training  this  summer  prior  to 
July  25,  1951,  and  resume  their 
training  the  succeeding  summer, 
provided  they  resume  their  teach-

Formula  For  Friendship  Is -Like  Other  People 

Do  you  want  people  to  like  you?  Why  of  course  you  do.  There 
is  an  innate  desire  in  every  one  of  us  to  be  held  in  high  esteem 
by  our  associates;  not  even  the  most  sophisticated  of  us  is  com- 
pletely oblivious  to  public  opinion. 

So,  if  we’re  normal  human  beings,  we’re  deeply  interested  in 
having  others  like  us.  Well,  there’s  one  simple  little  formula  which, 
we  believe,  will  produce  amazingly  gratifying  results  in  ninety-nine 
per  cent  of  the  cases  in  which  it  is  applied.  There  are  no  magic 
words  to  be  repeated,  no  world-shaking  feats  of  heroism  to  be  per- 
formed. The  formula'  lies  imbedded  in  three  single  little  words: 
LIKE  OTHER  PEOPLE. 

Like  other  people,  and  they  will  almost  inevitably  reciprocate 
with  the  same  feeling  toward  you.  However,  as  we  analyze  this 
seemingly  simple  device  for  winning  friends,  we  discover  that  there 
are  more  angles  to  the  proposition  than  we  saw  at  the  first  glance. 

Four  distinct  methods  for  liking  people  and,  as  a consequence 
incurring  their  good  will,  are  set  forth  by  Drr.  William  J.  Reilly  in 
the  February  issue  of  Your  Life.  According  to  Dr.  Reilly  in  this 
article,  which  is  called  “People  Will  Think  You’re  Wonderful,”  you 
must  first  accept  people  as  they  really  are.  Sometimes  this  proves 
to  be  quite  difficult,  especially  for  those  of  us  who  have  a yearning 
for  perfection  and  are  perpetually  engaged  in  correcting  what  we 
don’t  like  about  our  associates.  Usually,  though,  all  we  get  for  our 
efforts  is  the  ill  will  of  the  individual  toward  whom  they  are  directed. 

Second,  says  Dr.  Reilly,  we  should  listen  to  other  peoples’  sug- 
gestions and  comply  with  them  whenever  we  possibly  can.  Ap- 
parently, some  people  believe  that  disagreeing  with  everything  ut- 
tered in  their  presence  is  a mark  of  independence.  We  work  at  cul- 
tivating this  trait  as  though  it  were  the  most  admirable  of  char- 
acteristics. 

As  a third  requirement  for  making  people  think  we’re  wonder- 
ful, we  must  let  them  know  we’re  interested  in  them.  We  are  all 
acquainted  with  the  self-centered  individual  whose  sole  conversa- 
tional topic  is  himself.  Naturally,  we  are  all  interested  in  our  own 
welfare,  but  wouldn’t  the  world  be  in  a tragic  plight  if  none  of  us 
thought  of  nothing  but  the  personal  aspects  of  every  situation  In 
which  we  find  ourselves  involved? 

Finally,  wherever  we  go  we  can  look  for  the  good  points  in 
people  and  for  any  of  their  achievements  that  can  be  praised.  Dr. 
Reilly  says  that  we  should  build  people  up,  not  tear  them  down. 
We  wholeheartedly  agree  with  him. 

Every  person  on  this  campus  has  seen  all  of  these  rules  put 


into  daily  practice  by  a lady  who  is,  beyond  the  shadow  of  a doubt, 
one  of  the  most  beloved  characters  in  this  state.  There’s  not  a per- 
son who  has  ever  come  into  Mrs.  Newsome’s  presence  who  did  not 
leave  with  a much  better  opinion  of  himself  and  the  world  in  gen- 
eral. Judging  from  the  reverence  manifested  toward  this  gracious 
lady  by  everyone  who  has  ever  known  her,  wouldn’  you  say  that 
the  practice  of  “liking  people”  pays  big  dividends.

“Comics  are  an  integral  part  of 
our  culture  and  consequently  can- 
not be  ignored  by  education,”  de- 
clares Mr.  Williams,  who  is  head 
of  the  English  department  at 
Lawrence  Institute  of  Technology. 
“The  comics  provide  a basis  for 
learning  history,  geography,  and 
science  in  a natural  and  person- 
al setting. 

How  can  comics  be  used  effec- 
tively in  the  classroom?  Mr.  Wil- 
liams answers  this  question  by 
listing  these  fields  and  making 
these  comments:  Reading  readi- 
ness— Animal  comics  offer  a wide 
and  varied  library  at  small  cost; 
’Remedial  reading — Since  the  in- 
terest level  of  the  comics  is  high 
and  the  vocabulary  level  low,  they 
would  seem  to  contain  all  the 
qualifications  in  this  field;  Crea- 
tive writing — Comics  help  the 
young  pupil  familarize  himself 
with  organization  and  the  idea  of 
a central  theme.

Outstanding  4-H  Club  Girl  Is  Student 
At  East  Central  Junior  College 


Ribbons,  ribbons,  ribbons  — 
blue  ribbons,  red  ribbons,  white 
ribbons,  purple  ribbons — did  you 
know  that  a Freshman  girl  at 
East  Central  has  won  ninety  such 
ribbons  at  fairs  and  shows  since 
1946?  Yes,  Johnnie  Lou  Sharp, 
with  the  help  of  her  father,  Mr. 
John  L.  Sharp  of  Philadelphia, 
has  won  fifty-three  blue  ribbons, 
twenty-eight  red  ribbons,  seven 
white  ribbons  and  one  purple 
Grand  Champion  ribbon  at  Coun- 
ty Fairs  and  State  Livestock 
Shows.  Most  of  these  have  been 
awarded  for  livestock — cows  and 
hogs. 

Johnnie  Lou,  who  has  made 
these  accomplishments  through 
her  nine  years  of  4-H  Club  work, 
bought  her  first  cow,  Bet  Arconi 
Designtress  in  1946.  (If  you  won- 
der where  the  cow  got  such  a 
name  Johnnie  Lou  tells  me  that 
at  one  time  it  was  a practice  to 
give  a cow  one  of  her  father’s 
names,  one  of  her  mother’s 
names,  and  then  a new  name  of 
her  own).  This  cow,  Bet,  (as  she 
is  called)  has  won  nine  ribbons 
for  Johnnie  Lou  and  has  had 
three  calves  which  were  blue  rib- 
bon winners  also. 

Johnnie  Lou,  who  was  last  year 
called  the  outstanding  4-H  Club 
member  of  her  county  in  dairy- 
ing also  owns  a bull  with  the 
name  of  Advance  Commando. 
Noble.  (Even  though  he  has  such 
an  imposing  sounding  name,  John- 
nie Lou  assured  me  he  is  sweet 
and  gentle.)  As  his  contribution 
to  Johnnie  Lou’s  collection  of  rib- 
bons, Advance  won  “Champion” 
at  the  Neshoba  County  Fair  last 


year. 

But  cattle  aren’t  the  only  prize 
winners  on  Johnnie  Lou’s  farm. 
There  are  also  found  Champion 
Walker  Fox  Hounds  (Sharpshoot- 
er won  Grand  Champion  at  East 
Mississippi — West  Alabama  Field 
Trial  in  19-46)  and  Poland  China 
Hogs.  (One  was  sold,  last  spring 
which  weighed  995  pounds,  which 
to  me  sounds  like  a lot  of  hog!) 

Johnnie  Lou  is  a good  showman 
too,  winning  first  place  in  show- 
manship at  Forest  in  1949.  For 
the  first  time  I learned  about  all 
the  work  it  takes  to  prepare  an 
animal  for  a show.  Johnnie  Lou 
said  that  she  trained  her  cow 
for  about  three  months  before 
the  show,  teaching  her  to  lead 
and  pose.  However  the  most  in- 
teresting part  of  the  preparation 
to  me  was  the  “dressing  up”  and 
“pretting  up”  of  the  cow.  First 
she  let  her  wear  a blanket  for 
six  weeks  before  the  show  so 
her  coat  would  be  smooth  and 
glossy.  Then  just  before  leaving 
home,  she  washed  and  brushed 
her  and  polished  her  horns  and 
hoofs  (after  trimming  them  of 
course.)  She  then  plaited  her 
tail!  Why? — to  make  it  pretty 
and  wavy.  Just  before  the  show 
her  tail  was  unplaited  and  comb- 
ed, and  a finishing  touch  was 
put  on  her  coat  with  hair-dress- 
ing. Doesn’t  that  sound  like  a lot 
of  hard  work?  Well,  Johnnie  Lou 
assures  me  it  is,  but  that  it’s  all 
well  worth  the  time  and  effort. 
In  fact  Johnnie  Lou  enjoys  the 
, work  so  much  that  she  intends 
I to  make  livestock  breeding  and 
I dairying  her  full-time  vocation;

Rabbi  Blackschleyer 
Inspires  Student  Body 
With  Chapel  Message 

A new  perspective  of  securing  . 
world  peace  was  presented  12.}  - 
chapel,  Tuesday,  March  13.  Rab- 
bi Eugene  Blackschleyer  from 
Montgomery,  Alabama  was  the 
guest  speaker.  His  subject  was 
“Social  Teachings  of  the  PrK 
phets.” 

Taking  the  books  of  the  Pro- 
phets in  the  Old  Testament,  he 
illustrated  God’s  plan  for  World 
Peace.  He  first  explained  that  the  4 
Prophets  were  not  soothsayers,  or 
magicians,  but  men  of  God,  who 
spoke  the  truth.  Rabbi  Blacksch- 
leyer summarized  the  deeds  of  the 
Prophets  by  this  verse  “Not  by 
might,  not  by  power,  but  by  the 
spirit  of  God  do  men  and  nations  * 
prevail.” 

Quoting  many  verses  of  scrip- 
ture from  these  books  he  brought 
out  the  following  points:  We  all 
have  one  Father;  When  the  man* 
is  right,  the  World  is  right ^ 
World  Peace  was  prophesied  by 
the  Prophets  of  long  ago;  and 
the  best  definition  of  religion — 
“Do  justly,  love  mercy,  walk 
humbly  with  God.” 

In  these  uncertain  times  re->s 
marked  the  speaker,  people  are'' 
in  a dilemma  as  to  what  to  do  to 
secure  peace.  Some  say  use  the 
atom  bomb,  others  advocate  a 
World  Government,  still  others 
want  isolationism.  The  undying 
words  of  the  Prophets,  ringing 
down  through  the  ages,  give  us  v 
new  consolation,  hope,  and  a dif- 
ferent plan  for  world  peace.

St.  Louis,  Mo. — The  typical 
graduate  of  many  universities  to- 
day is  completely  confused  be- 
cause most  institutions  of  higher 
learning  have  either  a very  vague 
philosophy  of  education  or  else 
admit  they  do  not  know  their  ob- 
jectives and  are  seeking  a philo- 
sophy of  education  by  the  trial - 
and-error  process,  according  to 
the  very  Rev.  Paul  C.  Reinert,  S.

“Only  a university  which  has 
a correct  evaluation  of  the  nature 
and  purpose  of  the  individual  and 
his  place  in  society  can  offer  any 
solution  to  the  momentous  prob- 
lems which  face  us  today.” 

Too  many  colleges  and  univer- 
sities have  over-emphasized 
science,  Father  Re  inert  said. 
“People  are  turning  to  scientists 
today  with  the  plea,  ‘you  got  us 
into  this  mess.  Now  you  get  us 
out.’  How  obvious  it  is  from  the 
events  of  the  last  two  decades 
that  science  alone  cannot  make 
us  act  as  responsible,  moral  hu- 
man beings.”

— (I.  P.)  — An 
honor  system  to  be  enforced  by 
a student  honor  board  will  go 
into  effect  at  Knox  College  this 
semester.  This  system,  completely 
new  to  the  college  will  place  the 
main  responsibility  for  cheating 
and  resultant  disciplinary  meas- 
ures in  the  hands  of  the  student 
body.  ' 

The  honor  board,  to  be  com- 
posed of  three  seniors,  three  jun- 
iors and  two  sophomores,  will 
hear*  all  honor  cases  and  make 
recommendations  for  the  subse- 
quent disciplinary  measures.  The 
student  honor  board  constitution 
was  drawn  up  by  a special  com- 
mittee of  the  Student  Council  and 
unanimously  accepted  by  the  en- 


tire council. 

According  to  the  plan,  the  hon- 
or system  will  be  explained  in 
full  to  all  new  students  during 
freshman  orientation  week  of 
each  year.  Each  student  will  then 
be  asked  to  sign  a card  which 
will  certify  that  the  honor  sys- 
tem has  been  explained  to  him 
and  that  he  understands  it.  These 
cards  will  be  kept  on  file  during 
the  period  in  which  that  student 
is  attending  Knox. 

College  president  Sharvy  G.

Loans  are  being  extended  to 
several  hundred  students  during 
the  1950-51  session  and  every  in- 
dication is  that  equally  as  many 
loans  can  be  granted  for  the 
1951-52  session  if  requested.  The 
purpose  of  the  Association  is  to 
help  the  student  help  himself  by 
granting  loans  only  in  such  a- 
mounts  as  he  and  his  family 
cannot  provide.

Library- Auditorium 
In  Suggestion  Box 
For  Using  $100,000 

The  students  and  faculty  of 
East  Central  responded  to  the 
suggestion  box  placed  in  the  Stu- 
dent Center,  giving  fifty-eight 
suggestions  of  how  to  use  the 
$160,000  allocated  to  the  school. 

Of  the  fifty-eight  suggestions 
contributed,  twenty-five  were  for 
a new  auditorium.  The  idea  for 
the  auditorium  varied,  however; 
five  wanted  a library-auditorium 
combination,  but  the  majoitry  of 
the  twenty  five  wanted  an  audi- 
torium with  elevated  seats,  an  or- 
gan installed,  or  an  orchestra  pit. 

Eleven  people  thought  the 
money  should  be  used  for  build- 
ing an  indoor  swimming  pool, 
while  six  people  were  in  favor  of 
building  tennis  courts. 

Among  the  other  ideas  express- 
ed were;  a new  library;  new  fur- 
niture in  boys’  dormitories;  an 
infirmary  for  both  boys  and  girls 
with  isolation  ward  and  a full  time 
trained  nurse  with  practical  nurse 
or  maids  to  help;  diet  kitchen 
from  which  meals  could  be  serv- 
ed when  regular  diet  is  in  order 
or  soups  and  juices  could  be  pre- 
pared; separate  present  girls'  dor- 
mitory from  kitchen  and  make

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Who  Will  Do  The  Best  Job? 

The  success  of  our  Student  Body  Association  of  which  each 
of  us  is  a member  depends  upon  us. 

People  who  are  old  enough  to  vote  for  the  public  officers  of 
their  choice  are  constantly  criticizing  their  public  servants.  We,  as 
students,  should  remember  that  the  officers  which  we  will  elect 
will  be  our  officers  who  are  our  servants.  Yes,  we  will  elect  them 
and  we  should  consider  several  things  before  we  sign  our  name  to 
the  first  petition  which  is  brought  to  us. 

Our  constitution  of  the  Student  Body  Association  states  the 
following  concerning  eligibility  for  office  holders:  “To  be  eligible 
to  hold  office  on  the  council,  students  must  have  at  least  a C aver- 
age and  must  have  no  serious  disciplinary  action  pending  and  must 
be  eligible  under  the  point  system.”  No  great  requirements  are  de- 
manded in  order  for  one  of  us  to  be  eligible  for  an  office;  but  let 
us  consider  each  candidate  seriously  by  examining  his  character,  his 
ability  for  leadership  and  his  personality.  Sure,  that  candidate  for 
treasurer  may  be  a friend,  but  remember,  we  are  electing  officers 
to  serve  us,  to  lead  us,  and  to  represent  us.  We  want  to  be  able  to 
refer  to  our  officers  and  to  the  success  of  the  Student  Council  with 
pride  in  our  good  judgment,  which  was  a result  of  serious  thinking. 

A Library-Auditorium  Would  Be  a Good 
Investment 

How  would  you  spend  $100,000  improving  East  Central  Junior 
College?  This  question  is  fast  becoming  the  question  of  the  hour 
and  one  that  merits  each  person’s  sincere  thought  and  consider- 
ation. 

Just  by  glancing  around  the  campus,  one  can  conceive  of  reno- 
vations and  additions  that  would  certainly  be  assets  to  the  college, 
and  sees  many  ways  in  which  $100,000  could  be  spent  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  school. 

We  of  THE  TOM-TOM,  have  been  casting  our  eyes  around 
too — trying  to  decide  upon  the  most  appropriate  way  to  spend  the 
recent  appropriation.  We  believe,  after  weighing  the  merits  of  one 
suggested  improvement  against  another,  that  a new  building  hous- 
ing a library  and  auditorium  would  be  the  most  logical  way  to 
spend  the  $100,000. 

Close  your  eyes  and  visualize  a modern,  up-to-date  building, 
possibly  on  the  front  campus — one  part  of  the  building,  a spacious 
auditorium,  with  elevated  seats,  proper  acoustics  and  maybe  ,an 
organ,  with  its  main  door  opening  toward  the  main  street  of  De- 
catur, as  though  inviting  all  the  surrounding  community  to  share 
with  us  in  our  special  functions,  and  the  remainder  of  the  building 
a modem  library — one  that  East  Central  would  be  proud  to  call 
its  own — with  its  main  entrance  facing  the  main  line  of  buildings 
and  archway,  beckoning  the  students  toward  the  new  horizons  to 
which  great  books  are  the  doorways. 

Not  only  would  such  a building  benefit  the  students  and  the 
school  locally,  but  its  praise  would  be  sung  far  and  near,  and  East 
Central’s  library  could  then  be  compared  with  the  libraries  of  the 
greater  colleges  all  over  the  nation. 

Think  seriously  and  see  if  you  too  will  not  agree  that  a library- 
auditorium,  combined  economically  in  one  building  would  not  do 
more  for  the  efficiency  and  prestige  of  our  college  than  any  other 
way  in  which  the  money  might  be  spent.

Likewise  our 
campus  is  no  more  beautiful  than  its  ugliest  spot. 

The  maintenance  crew  and  other  organizations  are  working 
hard  and  are  doing  a good  job  to  make  our  campus  beautiful.  All 
of  this  good  work  can  be  destroyed  by  the  carelessness  of  a few 
people. 

Beautiful  green  grass  is  only  a tender  plant  and  can  very 
easily  be  killed  if  it  is  exposed  to  repeated  pressure.  This  is  being 
done  in  a few  spots  on  our  campus  where  people  thoughtlessly  are 
parking  their  cars  on  places  which  otherwise  would  be  a carpet  of 
green  grass. 

This  carelessness  could  easily  be  overlooked  if  there  was  no 
place  on  the  campus  to  park  cars,  but  there  is.  Behind  Neshoba 
County  Hall  there  is  a large  space  that  is  not  used  for  anything 
except  parking. 

The  people  who  are  parking  on  the  grass  could  very  easily 
park  in  this  parking  space  and  in  this  way  help  to  make  the  East 
Central  campus  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  state.

000,  and  the  remarkable  thing 
was  that  many  of  each  group  had 
the  same  ideas  for  spending  the 
money.

Enlarging  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  gymnasium,  a new  football 
stadium,  a swimming  pool,  and 
improved  and  additional  tennis 
courts  were  suggestions  from 
those  interested  and  participating 
in  those  activities.

Improvements  in  living  facili- 
ties mentioned  were  repairing,  re- 
modeling, or  rebuilding  Neshoba 
Hall,  completing  Winston  Hall, 
and  separating  Jackson  Hall  from 
the  Cafeteria.  These  were  very 
worthwhile  suggestions,  for  this 
would  give  better  living  condi- 
tions, and  perhaps  encourage 
more  people  to  come  to  East  Cen- 
tral Junior  College. 

Additions,  repairs  and  rework 
in  the  vocational  trade  buildings 
was  another  worthwhile  sugges- 
tion. This  would  create  more  in- 
terest and  get  more  people  to 
enroll  in  these  courses. 

Thanks  again  for  your  most 
worthwhile  suggestions,  and  I am 
sure  that. we  will  see  many  im- 
provements in  East  Central  Jun- 
ior College  as  a result  not  only 
of  the  appropriation  by  the  leg- 
islature but  of  the  interest  and 
consideration  shown  by  so  many.

The  membership  will  be  limit- 
ed to  ten  students  who  must  have 
attended  East  Central  Junior  Col- 
lege at  least  one  semester.

Library- Auditorium 
In  Suggestion  Box 
For  Using  $100,000 

The  students  and  faculty  of 
East  Central  responded  to  the 
suggestion  box  placed  in  the  Stu- 
dent Center,  giving  fifty-eight 
suggestions  of  how  to  use  the 
$100,000  allocated  to  the  school. 

Of  the  fifty-eight  suggestions 
contributed,  twenty-five  were  for 
a new  auditorium.  The  idea  for 
the  auditorium  varied,  however; 
five  wanted  a library-auditorium 
combination,  but  the  majoitry  of 
the  twenty  five  wanted  an  audi- 
torium with  elevated  seats,  an  or- 
gan installed,  or  an  orchestra  pit. 

Eleven  people  thought  the 
money  should  be  used  for  build- 
ing an  indoor  swimming  pool, 
while  six  people  were  in  favor  of 
building  tennis  courts. 

Among  the  other  ideas  express- 
ed were:  a new  library;  new  fur- 
niture in  boys’  dormitories;  an 
infirmary  for  both  boys  and  girls 
with  isolation  ward  and  a full  time 
trained  nurse  with  practical  nurse 
or  maids  to  help;  diet  kitchen 
from  which  meals  could  be  serv- 
ed when  regular  diet  is  in  order 
or  soups  and  juices  could  be  pre-

How  should  we  spend  $100,000 
to  improve  East  Central  Junior 
College? 

Students,  faculty  members  and 
members  of  the  staff  contributed 
their  ideas  for  spending  the  $100,- 
000,  and  the  remarkable  thing 
was  that  many  of  each  group  had 
the  same  ideas  for  spending  the 
money.  I think  they  all  are  to  be 
congratulated  for  the  ideas  they 
submited. 

A new  auditorium  was  one  of 
the  suggestions  made.  This  would 
be  a definite  asset  to  the  college, 
for  the  auditorium  at  present 
makes  it  difficult  for  one  to  see 
and  hear  the  events  taking  place 
on  the  stage.  The  seats  are  built 
on  a level,  and  one  cannot  see, 
for  those  in  front  of  him.  A new 
auditorium  with  sloping  seating 
space  and  with  good  voice  pro- 
jection, or  maybe  a public  address 
system,  would  greatly  improve  as- 
semblies. 

Building  a new  and  better  equip- 
ped library  was  another  sugges- 
tion submitted.  The  new  library 
could  be  built  larger  and  with- 
out columns  inside  to  distract  the 
appearance.  Books  of  different 
fields  could  be  separated  into  dif- 
ferent shelves  completely,  and  ad- 
ditional reference  and  reading  ma- 
terial could  be  added. 

A new  buildnig  comprising  an 
auditorium  and  library,  built  on 
the  front  campus,  was  one  idea 
submitted  by  people.  With  care- 
ful planning,  both  an  up-to-date 
spacious  auditorium  and  an  en- 
larged and  adequate  library  could 
be  effectively  housed  in  one  at- 
tractive building. 

Enlarging  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  gymnasium,  a new  football 
stadium,  a swimming  pool,  and 
improved  and  additional  tennis 
courts  were  suggestions  from 
those  interested  and  participating 
in  those  activities.  These  would 
greatly  improve  and  create  in- 
terest in  the  major  sports  as  well 
as  get  more  people  to  participate 
in  outdoor  activities. 

Improvements  in  living  facili- 
ties mentioned  were  repairing,  re- 
modeling, or  rebuilding  Neshoba 
Hall,  completing  Winston  Hall, 
and  separating  Jackson  Hall  from 
the  Cafeteria.  These  were  very 
worthwhile  suggestions,  for  this 
would  give  better  living  condi- 
tions, and  perhaps  encourage 
more  people  to  come  to  East  Cen- 
tral Junior  College. 

Additions,  repairs  and  rework 
in  the  vocational  trade  buildings 
was  another  worthwhile  sugges- 
tion. This  would  create  more  In- 
terest and  get  more  people  to 
enroll  in  these  courses. 

Thanks  again  for  your  most 
worthwhile  suggestions,  and  I am 
sure  that. we  will  see  many  im- 
provements in  East  Central  Jun- 
ior College  as  a result  not  only 
of  the  appropriation  by  the  leg- 
islature  but  of  the  interest  and 
consideration  shown  by  so  many.

The  success  of  our  Student  Body  Association  of  which  each 
of  us  is  a member  depends  upon  us. 

People  who  are  old  enough  to  vote  for  the  public  officers  of 
their  choice  are  constantly  criticizing  their  public  servants.  We,  as 
students,  should  remember  that  the  officers  which  we  will  elect 
will  be  our  officers  who  are  our  servants.  Yes,  we  will  elect  them 
and  we  should  consider  several  things  before  we  sign  our  name  to 
the  first  petition  which  is  brought  to  us. 

Our  constitution  of  the  Student  Body  Association  states  the 
following  concerning  eligibility  for  office  holders:  “To  be  eligible 
to  hold  office  on  the  council,  students  must  have  at  least  a C aver- 
age and  must  have  no  serious  disciplinary  action  pending  and  must 
be  eligible  under  the  point  system.”  No  great  requirements  are  de- 
manded in  order  for  one  of  us  to  be  eligible  for  an  office;  but  let 
us  consider  each  candidate  seriously  by  examining  his  character,  his 
ability  for  leadership  and  his  personality.  Sure,  that  candidate  for 
treasurer  may  be  a friend,  but  remember,  we  are  electing  officers 
to  serve  us,  to  lead  us,  and  to  represent  us.  We  want  to  be  able  to 
refer  to  our  officers  and  to  the  success  of  the  Student  Council  with 
pride  in  our  good  judgment,  which  was  a result  of  serious  thinking. 

A Library -Auditorium  Would  Be  a Good 
Investment 

How  would  you  spend  $100,000  improving  East  Central  Junior 
College?  This  question  is  fast  becoming  the  question  of  the  hour 
and  one  that  merits  each  person’s  sincere  thought  and  consider- 
ation. 

Just  by  glancing  around  the  campus,  one  can  conceive  of  reno- 
vations and  additions  that  would  certainly  be  assets  to  the  college, 
and  sees  many  ways  in  which  $100,000  could  be  spent  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  school. 

We  of  THE  TOM-TOM,  have  been  casting  our  eyes  around 
too — trying  to  decide  upon  the  most  appropriate  way  to  spend  the 
recent  appropriation.  We  believe,  after  weighing  the  merits  of  one 
suggested  improvement  against  another,  that  a new  building  hous- 
ing a library  and  auditorium  would  be  the  most  logical  way  to 
spend  the  $100,000. 

Close  your  eyes  and  visualize  a modern,  up-to-date  building, 
possibly  on  the  front  campus — one  part  of  the  building,  a spacious 
auditorium,  with  elevated  seats,  proper  acoustics  and  maybe  .an 
organ,  with  its  main  door  opening  toward  the  main  street  of  De- 
catur, as  though  inviting  all  the  surrounding  community  to  share 
with  us  in  our  special  functions,  and  the  remainder  of  the  building 
a modem  library — one  that  East  Central  would  be  proud  to  call 
its  own — with  its  main  entrance  facing  the  main  line  of  buildings 
and  archway,  beckoning  the  students  toward  the  new  horizons  to 
which  great  books  are  the  doorways. 

Not  only  would  such  a building  benefit  the  students  and  the 
school  locally,  but  its  praise  would  be  sung  far  and  near,  and  East 
Central’s  library  could  then  be  compared  with  the  libraries  of  the 
greater  colleges  all  over  the  nation. 

Think  seriously  and  see  if  you  too  will  not  agree  that  a library- 
auditorium,  combined  economically  in  one  building  would  not  do 
more  for  the  efficiency  and  prestige  of  our  college  than  any  other 
way  in  which  the  money  might  be  spent. 

Don't  Mash  That  Grass! 

“A  chain  is  no  stronger  than  its  weakest  link."  Likewise  our 
campus  is  no  more  beautiful  than  its  ugliest  spot. 

The  maintenance  crew  and  other  organizations  are  working 
hard  and  are  doing  a good  job  to  make  our  campus  beautiful.  All 
of  this  good  work  can  be  destroyed  by  the  carelessness  of  a few 
people. 

Beautiful  green  grass  is  only  a tender  plant  and  can  very 
easily  be  killed  if  it  is  exposed  to  repeated  pressure.  This  is  being 
done  in  a few  spots  on  our  campus  where  people  thoughtlessly  are 
parking  their  cars  on  places  which  otherwise  would  be  a carpet  of 
green  grass. 

This  carelessness  could  easily  be  overlooked  if  there  was  no 
place  on  the  campus  to  park  cars,  but  there  is.  Behind  Neshoba 
County  Hall  there  is  a large  space  that  is  not  used  for  anything 
except  parking. 

The  people  who  are  parking  on  the  grass  could  very  easily 
park  in  this  parking  space  and  in  this  way  help  to  make  the  East 
Central  campus  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  state.

So  it  is  this  time.  I have  heard  several  students  speaking  of  a 
need  for  attractive  entrances  to  the  campus.

A Senate  Judiciary  Sub-Committee  is  investigating  the  legality

stitutional question  of  the  utmost  gravity." 

Yes,  such  actions  of  any  President  would  raise  a question.  Should 
not  we  future  officials  and  voters  think  now? 

Other  people  are  thinking  An  effort  was  made  to  deprive  the 
President  of  Federal  funds  to  operate  the  mills.  Court  suits  have 
been  filed  by  several  steel  companies  attacking  the  legality  of  Mr. 
Truman’s  action. 

A forty-three-year  old  depot  agent  has  declared  open  warfare 
against  th  eorder  of  Railroad  Telegraphers  which  is  trying  to  pre- 
vent any  person  not  a member  of  the  union  from  obtaining  a job 
with  any  railroad.  Thirty  days  is  allowed  a man  to  join  the  union 
and  pay  the  first  dues.

A recent  survey  of  the  books  in  the  library  revealed  a startling 
fact.  It  showed  that  just  out  of  the  fiction  section  alone  enough 
books  had  disappeared  to  fill  in  a list  of  their  titles,  three  long,  type- 
written pages.  Almost  unbelievable,  but  true  nevertheless.  Of  still 
greater  concern  to  Freshmen  who  at  tihs  time  are  deep  in  re- 
search themes  .is  the  fact  that  innumerable  copies  of  current  Maga- 
zines have  also  been  taken  from  the  library  without  permission  or 
even  consultation  with  the  persons  in  charge. 

Included  in  the  vanishing  sources  of  information  are  other  mis- 
cellaneous books,  pamphlets,  and  reference  books.  Even  the  READ- 
ERS’ GUIDE  disappeared  and,  strange  as  it  seems,  books  cannot 
walk  by  themselves.  One  pessimistic  person  said,  “Soon  the  library 
will  be  nothing  but  a lot  of  empty  shelves." 

How  can  this  situation  be  remedied?  The  solution  is  contained  in 
four  steps  which  are  really  quite  simple.  Even  the  person  with  the 
very  lowest  intellect  can  understand  them  and  execute  them  per- 
fectly. First,  check  out  the  books;  don’t  just  walk  off  with  them. 
Second,  return  the  books  to  the  library,  instead  of  adding  them  to 
your  own  private  collection.  Third,  sign  up  for  the  magazines  and 
return  them  promptly  the  next  day.  Don’t  forget  that  someone  else 
might  want  to  use  them  too.  Fourth,  do  not  take  the  reference 
books  out  of  the  library.  They  don’t  have  a “ball  and  chain”  on

Go  up  to 
the  Tom-Tom  office  and  browse 
through  the  newly-bound  volumes 
of  the  Tom-Tom  1945-1951  and 
you  will  discover  facts  and  un- 
veil secrets  that  you  nevei 
thought  was  possible  at  East  Cen- 
tral.

— “Now  when  Jesus  heard  these 
things,  he  said  unto  him,  yet 
lackest  thou  one  thing;  sell  all 
that  thou  hast,  and  distribute 
unto  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt 
have  treasures  in  heaven;  and 
come,  follow  me,  and  when  he 
heard  this,  he  was  very  sorrow- 
ful; for  he  was  very  rich.

lege,  a steering  committee  for  the 
program  was  appointed  with  Dr. 
L.  O.  Todd,  president  of  East 
Central  Junior  College,  being  se- 
lected as  chairman.

At  this  conference  the  group 
considered  six  major  fields  on 
which  it  voted  to  take  action.

Decatur  Hi  Seniors 
Describe  At  Length 
Washington  Trip 

Have  you  been  hearing  the  de- 
scription of  the  wonders  of  our 
national  city  told  by  the  Senior 
Class,  accompanied  by  Miss  Helen 
Sparks  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Vincent, 
who  have  just  returned  from  a 
most  interesting  and  educational 
trip  to  Washington,  D.  C.?  I sat 
with  awe  and  amazement  as  the 
many  places  of  interest  were  de- 
scribed to  me. 

One  of  the  most  impressive 
places  visited  on  the  way  to  Wash- 
ington was  Natural  Bridge,  Vir- 
ginia, one  of  the  seven  natural 
wonders  of  the  modern  world. 
Natural  Bridge  is  the  most  striking 
curiosity  of  its  kind  in  America. 
Each  evening  the  bridge  is  il 
luminated,  the  story  of  creation 
is  read  from  the  Bible  and  illus- 
trated with  colored  lights  and 
appropriate  music. 

The  group  stopped  again  at 
the  beautiful  caverns  of  Luray, 
Va.,  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley. 
.Luray  is  said  to  be  the  most 
beautiful  cave  in  the  world.  Walk- 
ing through  the  two-mile  cave, 
every  member  was  entranced  with 
the  silver  lakes,  glittering  stalac- 
tites and  stlagmites,  fluted  col- 
umns, draperies  in  broad  folds, 
cascades  of  snow-white  stone,  and 
a thousand  tints.  Awe  and  rever- 
ence possessed  each  student  as  he 
stood  amazed  in  the  royal  cham- 
ber of  the  King  of  Nature. 

In  Washington  the  students  vis- 
ited many  stately  public  buildings 
and  monumental  national  shrines. 
First  of  the  visits  was  to  the  U. 
S.  Capitol,  which  stands  on  a hill 
overlooking  official  Washington. 
The  Decatur  group  was  guided  on 
a tour  through  the  capital,  mak- 
ing stops  in  the  reserve  gallery  of 
the  Senate  to  view  the  Senate  in 
session,  and  in  the  office  of  Rep- 
resentative Arthur  Winstead. 
Other  highlights  of  the  trip  were 
the  Washington  Monument,  a 
white  marble  edifice  dedicated  to 
George  Washington,  the  highest 
building  of  masonry  in  the  world; 
the  Lincoln  Memorial,  the  classic 
Greek  Temple  built  of  white  mar- 
ble enshrining  French’s  famous 
statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  with 
his  Gettysburg  Address  on  one  side 
of  it  and  his  famous  second  in- 
augural address  on  the  other 
side;  the  Jefferson  Memorial  in 
which  were  inscribed  Jefferson’s 
words,  “I  have  sworn  upon  the 
altar  of  God  eternal  hostility  a- 
gainst  every  form  of  tyranny  over 
the  mind  of  man",  with  the  mag- 
nificent statue  of  Jefferson  stand-

Plans  For  Girls’ 
Dorm,  Auditorium 
Okayed  by  Trustees 

The  final  plans  for  a new  au- 
ditorium building  for  East  Cen- 
tral were  completed  August  23 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  at  which  time  plans  for 
a new  girls’  dormitory  were  also 
approved. 

The  vision  of  a new  auditor- 
ium first  came  into  being  when 
East  Central  Junior  College  re- 
ceived $10C,000  in  April,  1952  from 
the  state  legislature.  Suggestions 
for  the  use  of  this  money  were 
requested  from  the  students  and 
the  majority  were  of  the  opinion 
that  the  school  needed  a new  au- 
ditorium more  than  any  other 
improvement.  Detailed  plans  are 
yet  to  be  made  and  bids  will  be 
received  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees in  October. 

Plans  for  this  building  call  for 
interesting  innovations.  Being  cen- 
trally located  and  one  of  the  old- 
est, most  unattractive  buildings 
on  the  campus,  the  administra 
tion  building  will  be  improved  by 
the  addition  of  the  new  building 
which  will  extend  ninety  three 
feet  in  front  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration building.  The  archi- 
tecture will  be  similar  to  that  of 
the  gymnasium  and  an  under- 
ground passageway  and  walkway 
will  be  constructed  under  the  ad- 
ministration building. 

The  new  dormitory  for  girls  au- 
thorized by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, will  be  constructed  east  of 
the  present  girls’  dormitory.  This 
new  building  will  be  the  size  of 
Scott  County  Hall  providing  ap- 
proximately fifty  rooms,  which,  it 
is  expected,  will  relieve  the  crowd 
ed  condition  in  Jackson  Hall, 
caused  by  an  unusual  increase  in 
enrollment  of  co-eds  for  the  cur1 
rent  year.

EC  Makes  Survey 
To  Determine 
Needs  Of  Industry 

East  Central  Junior  College  is 
one  of  the  thirteen  Junior  Col- 
leges conducting  a state-wide  sur- 
vey of  Industry  in  the  area  which 
they  serve. 

The  object  of  this  survey  is  to 
determine  the  needs  of  industry 
in  this  area  and  of  the  pupils  in 
the  vocational,  technical  training 
areas. 

Questionnaires  have  been  sent 
to  industries  in  the  five  tax-sup- 
porting Bounties,  which  E.  C.  J.  C. 
serves,  to  discover  the  opportuni- 
ties for  jobs  and  the  need  for  the 
types  of  training  in  the  industries. 
Questionnaires  have  also  been  sent 
to  the  ’41-’42,  ’47-48  ninth  grad 
ers  and  to  the  ’47-’48,  ’50-’51 
Freshman  classes  of  E.  C.  J.  C.  to 
find  what  they  are  doing  now  and 
what  they  needed  when  they  were 
attending  school  here. 

The  answers  given  to  these 
questionnaires  will  ascertain  fac 
tors  in  re-organizing  the  Trades 
Training  Department  in  order 
that  E.  c.  J.  C.  can  re-organize 
the  Vocational  Technical  Depart- 
ment in  which  vocations  such  as 
carpentry,  watch  repair,  welding, 
practical  nursing,  barbering  and 
cosmetology  are  taught. 

This  Vocational  Technical  Train- 
ing Program  is  primarily  design- 
ed to  meet  the  needs  of  the  peo- 
ple in  the  area  served  by  E.C.J.C. 
who  are  not  working  toward  a 
profession  which  requires  four 
years  of  college.

Throughout  the  years  many  improvements  have  been  made  at 
East  Central.

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East  Central  Has  Made  Great  Progress  In 
Twenty  Five  Years 

Time  marches  on  and  East  Central  continues  to  progress.  It  is 
very  timely  that  the  progress  made  through  these  first  twenty-five 
years  should  be  commended  with  the  annual  homecoming,  celebrat- 
ing the  silver  anniversary  of  the  college. 

If  twenty  brave  students  who  composed  the  first  college  class 
had  not  had  the  faith  and  belief  in  the  school  that  they  had,  East 
Central  would  probably  not  exist  today.  They  had  the  courage  to 
begin  their  college  work  in  1928  without  the  school  being  accredited, 
and  in  1930  the  college  commission  did  grant  full  credit  to  East  Cen- 
tral Junior  College.  Thus  East  Central  began  its  road  of  progress. 

This  road  of  progress  has  not  been  easy.  A comer  of  the  lunch- 
room became  the  first  college  classroom  with  only  two  teachers  to 
instruct  the  students  in  the  few  subjects  taught.  Students  the  first 
year  did  not  have  much  choice  in  subjects  or  instructors.  It  was  not 
hard  for  a student  to  decide  on  the  subject  required  for  graduation 
because  only  five  were  taught.  Mrs.  W.  W.  Newsome,  who  is  still 
with  us,  taught  English,  history  and  Spanish;  and  Mr.  Robert  Mar- 
shall instructed  in  chemistry  and  math.  The  second  year  of  the 
existence  of  the  school  found  many  new  attractions  in  subject  mat- 
ter— commercial  subjects,  band  with  a band  director,  one  agricul- 
ture department  and  even  home  science,  better  known  today  as  home 
making.  This  program  has  continued  to  expand  with  the  result  that 
we  now  have  nine  curricula  with  training  in  any  of  the  professional 
fields  such  as  medicine  and  music.  The  three  buildings  used  by  New- 
ton County  High  School  in  the  beginning  of  the  college  has  expand- 
ed to  more  than  twenty  buildings  worth  approximately  a million 
dollars. 

Several  men  have  given  of  their  time  and!  services  to  the  pro- 
gress of  East  Central.  The  late  W.  C.  Mabry  and  J . Knox  Huff  were 
pioneers  in  the  working  of  the  college,  along  with  Dr.  B.  F.  Hunter, 
Lamar  Williams  and  Claude  Richardson.  Each  of  these  men  were 
either  board  members  or  supervisors  from  this  five-county  area  ser- 
ved by  the  college.  Without  the  interest  and  work  of  men  and  wo- 
men through  the  twenty -five  years’  existence  of  East]  Central,  East 
Central  could  not  have  continued  its  progress.  To  every  person  who 
has  helped  promote  the  progress  of  East  Central  the  Tom-Tom  pays 
tribute  on  this  the  silver  anniversary  of  East  Central  Junior  College. 
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Is  This  Tradition  Necessary? 

Quite  often  I have  thought  about  traditions  and  wondered  . . 
“Is  this  tradition  necessary;  why  and  how  did  that  tradition  ever 
come  about;  is  it  advantageous?" 

I am  not  convinced  the  tradition  of  observing  Freshman  Day  is 
necessary. 

Perhaps  as  a Sophomore  you  are  eagerly  awaiting  that  dark 
day  in  the  life  of  your  Freshman  classmate  because  you  remember 
vividly  the  miserable  day  you  spent  one  year  ago. 

I,  recalling  my  Freshman  Day  experiences,  am  only  left  with 
an  attitude  of  reluctant  toward  participating  in  another  such  day 
and  night.  No,  I am  not  alone  with  my  opinion  for  I remember 
Sophomores  of  last  year  who  carried  out  their  duties  of  Freshman 
Day  with  no  enjoyment  . . . only  to  carry  out  the  tradition.  Others 
of  my  class  are  of  the  same  opinion. 

Our  school  days  are  busy  days  full  of  assignments  and  activities. 
Classes  are  met  on  Freshman  Day  just  as  any  other  day,  but  a 
student’s  attention  and  the  instructor's  lecture  are  not  the  same — 
results  of  the  day  set  aside  for  unreasonable  antics. 

Nations  are  backward  because  the  people  observe  traditions 
which  hinder  advancement.  I think  that  day  annually  observed 
and  practically  a total  loss  toward  the  education  of  students  can 
mean  much  more  to  us  if  we  do  not  observe  Freshman  Day. 
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Have  You  Ever  Though  Of  This? 

Have  you  ever  thought  about  how  the  people  of  the  state  of 
Mississippi  deal  with  their  prohibition  law?  They  vote  dry  and  the 
officers  who  are  placed  in  office  to  enforce  this  law  allow  the  people 
who  deal  in  liquor  to  continue  to  sell  it.  What  is  the  cause  of  such 
a situation?  Is  it  that  the  officers  are  receiving  a tip  on  the  side  to 
allow  these  places  to  continue  to  run  where  everyone  can  see  them? 
Is  our  state  wet  or  dry?  If  the  people  vote  dry  and  then  let  it  continue 
to  run  wet,  then  we  do  not  have  a dry  state.  It  is  only  dry  in  name 
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and  wet  in  nature.  One  thing  can  be  said  though  about  the  law 
enforcing  officers;  they  never  seem  to  find  anything  when  they  make 
a raid. 

All  the  blame  can’t  be  placed  on  the  officers  of  the  law  though. 
There  are  some  who  want  to  enforce  the  wishes  of  the  people  who 
placed  them  in  office  but  do  not  have  the  backing  of  the  people 
of  their  county.  The  voters  encourage  them  to  try  to  put  liquor  out 
of  the  state  but  do  not  help  them  do  their  job.  When  they  do  make 
a rtiid  and  apprehend  some  of  this  illegal  drink,  and  the  case  comes 
to  trial,  the  jury,  which  is  made  up  of  the  men  and  women  of  the 
entire  county,  will  most  likely  let  the  suspect  go  free  without  plac- 
ing any  charges  against  him,  or  they  will  recommend  the  mercy  oi 
the  court.  Then  the  judge  will  place  a small  fine  on  the  suspect 
which  can  be  very  easily  paid  by  him.  Consequently,  he  will  gc 
right  back  to  his  old  game  of  selling  intoxicating  drink  to  the  youth 
of  the  state. 

If  the  people  of  the  state  are  going  to  vote  dry  why  not  put  the 
pressure  on  the  sellers  of  alcohol  and  run  them  out  of  business  or 
move  them  back  off  the  highways  and  into  places  that  are  not  so 
public.  They  could  make  it  much  harder  for  the  youth  to  get  the 
liquor.  Full  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  people  with  their  electee, 
officials  can  bring  results  in  enforcing  their  prohibition  laws  that 
have  been  placed  on  the  statute  books  of  the  state. 

Why  don’t  the  people  who  oppose  the  sale  of  liquor  in  the  state 
of  Mississippi  take  some  other  action  against  this  sale  rather  than 
just  voting  against  the  sale  of  it?  Why  don’t  they  go  to  their  law- 
enforcing  officers  and  demand  an  answer  from  them  as  to  why 
their  wishes  have  not  been  endorsed?  If  they  would  do  this,  then 
some  action  would  be  taken,  and  it  would  be  harder  for  the  people 
who  drink  to  obtain  their  liquor. 

One  last  word  to  the  citizens  of  the  state.  If  something  is  not 
done  fast,  our  state  will  become  a wetter  state  than  any  state  in 
the  union.  Under  the  present  conditions  the  state  is  dry  only  in  name. 
If  the  state  is  going  to  be  dry,  then  let  us  enforce  this  dry  law.

Madison,  Wis. — (I.  P.) — A spe- 
cial student-faculty  committee  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  has 
released  final  data  regarding  ex- 
amination practices  in  a total  of 
47  courses  in  the  various  schools 
and  colleges  on  this  campus.  Of 
these,  28  were  classified  as  begin- 
ning and  19  as  advanced. 

Ten  of  the  47  courses  reported 
a student-proctor  ratio  of  50  or 
more,  the  committee  found.  Ex- 
amination weight  in  determining 
the  semester  grade  varied  from 
9 per  cent  in  some  courses,  to  100 
per  cent  in  the  four  law  courses 
studied. 

"The  data  clearly  indicate  that 
members  of  the  faculty  are  not 
always  aware  of  the  extent  of 
classroom  dishonesty  on  the  part 
of  students,”  the  report  reveals. 
“A  total  of  83  per  cent  of  the 
instructors  were  not  aware  of 
classroom  dishonesty,  whereas  39 
per  cent  of  the  sophomores  and 
17  per  cent  of  the  seniors  re- 
ported they  had  received  or  given 
help.” 


‘‘-The  thing  that  impressed  me 
most  was  the  student  center  where 
all  the  students  were  friendly  and 
showed  companionship.

E.  C.  J.  C.  Reveals 
Interesting  Facts 

A record,  written  In  longhand 
and  illustrated  by  one  person. 
Lois  Rae  Paulk  now  Mrs.  J.  F. 
Loper  and  the  mother  of  Eddie 
Rae,  is  treasured  by  Mrs.  Stella 
Newsome  because  the  record  is 
the  first  yearbook  produced  at 
East  Central  Junior  College. 

Each  month  and  the  activities 
of  that  month  are  dutifully  re- 
corded in  this  solitary  yearbook, 
produced  in  order  to  record  all 
the  things  that  first  class  said 
and  did. 

Turning  through  the  yellowed 
pages.  I admired  the  clever  way 
this  chronicle  of  events  was  pre- 
sented— pictures,  inscribed  with 
quotations  concerning  that  par- 
ticular person,  proved  as  interest- 
ing and  informative  as  any  year- 
book of  today. 

This  yearbook  is  a record  of 
progress,  for  I discovered  the  col- 
lege was  given  full  credit  by  the 
College  Commission  in  1930.  An- 
other interesting  fact  was  the  in- 
crease in  number  of  faculty  mem- 
bers— two  when  the  college  began 
and  sixteen  in  the  school  year  oi 
1929-30.  You.  as  a reader,  might 
find  it  interesting  to  know  there 
were  no  classrooms  at  first,  classes 
were  held  on  the  bottom  floor  of 
until  * :ent  years,  the  dining  hall, 
of  Jackson  Hall.  The  library  was 
l_w„i.ed  where  the  stage  now  is 
in  the  Little  Auditorium. 

Extra-Curricular  activities  were 
present  even  then  on  the  cam- 
pus. The  first  drama  presentation. 
"The  Arrival  of  Kitty,"  was  spon- 
sored by  Mrs.  Newsome,  who  told 
me  while  climbing  the  stairs  to 
assembly  the  other  day,  she  a- 
voided  going  to  the  auditorium, 
for  good  luck,  by  the  west  stairs 
and  she  also  had  the  members 
of  the  drama  cast  follow  suit. 

Clippings  of  the  lootball  team's 
record  gave  me  a feeling  of  pride 
ever  the  high  rating  given  it. 
Even  then,  we  battled  against  Co- 
Lin,  Holmes,  Summit  and  othci 
Junior  Colleges.  Mr.  Richard 
Baxter  was  high  school  and  col- 
lege football  coach. 

I also  discovered  a band  was 
directed  by  Mr.  A.  D.  Bassett,  a 
brother  of  the  present  band  di- 
rector of  the  High  School — an 
account  of  a program  broadcast 
over  WCOC  and  activities  of  the 
Literary  and  Commercial  organi- 
zations was  given. 

-Looking  at  a picture  of  boys  in 
the  noon-day  breadline,  I com- 
pared that  condition  with  our 
present  day  existence  in  our  miie- 
long  chow  line. 

Well,  those  boys  did  look  hap 
py.'  Who’s  Who  contests  and  beau- 
ty contests  were  staged  in  addl 
tion  to  recitals,  County  Pairs  and 
Oratorical  contests. 

Now,  do  you  wonder  how  we 
came  to  be?  This  book  of  inf  or 
mation  is  a living  record  of  out 
beginning  and  it  was  just  as  in- 
teresting to  me  as  the  annuals 
published  while  I have  been  here 
or  will  be  twenty-five  years  from 
now.

Newsome  Serves 
School  For 
Quarter  of  Century 

As  every  student,-  that  comes 
to  E.C.J.C.,  knows,  many  grand 
and  wonderful  things  are  found 
in  our  college  that  makes  a per- 
son^ life  richer  by  their  associa- 
tion with  them. 

One  of  the  more  outstanding 
of  these  is  Mrs.  Stella  Newsome. 

Beginning  with  this  scholastic 
year  of  1952,  Mrs.  Stella  New- 
some,  our  lit  teacher,  enters  up- 
on her  twenty-fifth  year  at  E.C. 
J.  C.  She  came  with  the  college — 
twenty  students  who  had  the 
courage  to  enroll  and  the  faith  to 
believe  that  they  could  be  the 
corner  stone  upon  which  this  great 
school  could  be  built.

Mrs.  Newsome  was  the  sponsor 
of  the  Drama  Club  from  the  be- 
ginning until  three  years  ago; 
she  has  always  been  the  spon- 
sor for  the  annual  and  Sophomore 
class,  too. 

The  football  and  basketball 
teams  were  organized  in  those 
days.  According  to  Mrs.  Newsome 
the  school  spirit  of  that  day  was 
incomparable;  everyone  gave  his 
full  support  to  those  wonderful 
winning  teams. 

Along  with  the  college  activi- 
ties. the  buildings  also  grew.  The 
first  building  to  be  built  was  Ne- 
shoba Hall.  It  was  followed  by 
the  gym — the  first  basketball 
games  were  held  in  front  of  Ne- 
shoba Hall.  More  buildings  were 
added  and  the  climax  came  with 
the  cafeteria  and  the  Student 
Center.  When  Mrs.  Newsome  was 
talking  about  this,  she  said  she 
thought  the  first  students  came 
just  twenty-five  years  too  soon. 

Mrs.  Newsome  worked  faith- 
fully and  well  and  has  seen  many 
of  her  dreams  come  true.  The 
building  program  has  been  a great 
joy  to  her,  for  she  had  to  teach 
the  first  class  in  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  old  dining  hall,  and 
now  she  revels  in  a comfortable 
attractive  classroom  and  in  an 
office  all  her  own.

With  only  a few  weeks  remain- 
ing before  the  National  election 
of  the  president  of  the  U.  S.,  the 
people  stand  in  the  midst  of  an- 
swering one  of  the  most  confus- 
ing problems  ever  faced  by  them.

Dur- 
ing the  past  twenty  years  that 
this  party  has  been  in  control, 
this  country  has  gone  through 
one  major  world  war  and  is  at 
the  present  tune  engaged  in  a 
bitter  police  conflict  in  the  Far 
East.  This  party  is  lost  in  cor- 
ruption. The  sins  of  their  power 
have  been,  reaped  by  the  spread 
of  Socialism  and  Communism  from 
the  “New  Deal”  and  the  “Fair 
Deal.”  The  prosperity  it  bought 
has  been  paid  for  by  crooked  poli- 
ticians and  soldiers  on  the  bat- 
tlefield. The  party’s  firmness  and 
staunchness  has  become  the  pro- 
vince of  both  physical  and  men- 
tal exertion  and  suffering.  Under 
this  administration  labor  unions 
and  left-wingers  have  changed 
the  meaning  of  democracy  to  dic- 
tatorship. While  shouldering  the 
responsibility  of  searching  for  a 
man  to  lead  their  party  above 
criticism,  failure  and  corruption, 
the  leaders  didn’t  follow  the  com- 
mon man’s  choice. 

While  corruption  and  fair  deals 
strike  a deadly  blow  at  one  party, 
the  other  major  party  is  rocking 
and  reeling  in  one  of  the  great- 
est crises  ever  faced  by  them.

These  men  are  in  danger  of  ruin- 
ing the  respect  of  their  candidate 
and  their  party  by  the  tactics  they 
use.  The  selfish  aim  and  economy 
drive  will  only  speed  up  the  de- 
pression. The  cry  of  the  captive 
will  rise  and  he  will  fall  like  a 
sudden  autumn  wind,  but  this 
country’s  future  depends  on  the 
true  American  people.  This  party, 
too,  in  the  heat  of  the  convention, 
was  captured  by  rude  men  with 
cunning  ways  that  beat  the  com- 
mon man. 

So  here  we  are.  Caught  be- 
tween two  barriers  of  free  de- 
mocracy, we  must  make  a decision. 
The  double  edged  sword  is  sharp 
on  both  sides.  We  have  been  the 
grinding  stone  that  has  sharpen- 
ed the  knives  of  corruption,  dic- 
tatorship and  socialism. 

We  the  common  people,  because 
we  shunned  our  responsibility  as 
citizens,  were  left  out  at  the  na- 
tional convention  and  now  must 
travel  the  ALMOST,  certain  road 
of  destruction.

Satisfactory  English 
Grade  Required 
For  Graduates 

Hanover,  Ind. — (I.  P.) — “A  sat- 
isfactory grade  on  an  English 
Competence  Test  shall  be  requir- 
ed for  graduation  from  Hanover 
College,”  states  a recommenda- 
tion of  the  Educational  Policies 
Committee  to  the  faculty.  “This 
action  shall  go  into  effect  with 
the  incoming  class  of  September, 
1952.” 

Dr.  Mars  M.  Westington,  Pro- 
fessor of  classical  Languages  and 
Literature  and  secretary  of  the 
faculty,  declares  that  this  type  of 
requirement  is  not  unique,  that 
‘other  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing require  a competence  test  at 
some  stage.  A reasonable  famil- 
iarity with  the1'  English  language, 
both  written  and  oral,  should  be 
required  of  all  college  students.” 

In  describing  the  test,  the  rec- 
ommendation says,  “It  shall  be  a 
nationally  standardized  examina- 
tion approved  by  the  faculty.  This 
examination  will  stress  spelling, 
vocabulary,  reading  comprehen- 
sion, and  clear,  correct  expression. 
All  students  shall  be  given  this 
examination  at  the  end  of  their 
sophomore  year.  Those  who  fail 
must  repeat  it  annually  until  they 
pass.

There  is  a passage  of  scripture  that  tells  us  that  we  eventually 
reap  what  we  sow — are  we  as  students  sowing  seeds  of  democracy 
in  order  that  we  may  reap  the  fruits  of  democracy  in  the  adult 
citizenship  of  which  we  will  be  a part  in  a few  years?  Are  we  sow- 
ing seeds  of  peace  and  good  will?  Are  the  affairs  of  our  organiza- 
tions and  classes  being  conducted  always  on  the  basis  of  social 
equality? 

It  is  necessary  that  an  organization  have  leaders  to  help  hold 
the  organization  or  group  together.  The  policies  of  the  organization 
may  be  proposed  by  committees  or  individuals,  but  in  a democracy 
these  policies  are  passed  upon  by  all  members  of  the  organization 
before  they  are  accepted  as  the  policies  of  the  group  as  a whole.

Only  a little  thoughtfulness  on  the  part 
of  all  of  us  will  suffice  to  ensure  that  these  opportunities  are  not 
thrown  away  or  misused.

President’s  Column 

This  week  grades  for  the  first 
six-weeks  term  will  be  turned  in 
and  made  available  to  you  and 
your  parents.  There  are  some 
things  that  I would  like  to  men- 
tion in  connection  with  this. 

First  your  teachers  will  tell  you 
that  the  grades  they  assign  to 
you  are  no  more  than  estimates 
they  have  made  about  your  per- 
formance. They  do  not  know  you 
in  many  cases  any  better  than 
you  know  them.  The  grades  you 
receive  may  be  higher  or  lower 
than  your  actual  performance 
justified.  The  grades  you  receive 
are  merely  tentative  and  a general 
indicator  of  your  performance. 
Our  experience  in  the  past  is  that 
there  are  many  changes  in  grades 
received  from  the  first  six  weexs 
to  the  final  semester  grades. 

In  the  second  place  most  peo- 
ple receive  lower  grades  the  first 
six  weeks  than  they  do  for"  the 
semester.  As  the  saying  goes  most 
people  have  not  gotten  "strung 
out”,  that  is  they  have  not  gotten 
adjusted  to  school.  There  are  so 
many  things  that  need  to  be  at- 
tended to  along  with  school  work 
that  something  has  to  go  undone 


and  frequently  it  is  class  work. 
Then  too  the  situation  is  new  for 
everyone.  It  takes  time  to  get 
one’s  bearings.  Most,  people  do 
better  after  they  have  been  in 
their  courses  for  a while. 

In  the  third  place  the  grades 
that  you  will  receive  should  be 
taken  as  a stimulus.  After  you 
receive  them,  it  is  a mighty  fine 
time  to  make  an  estimate  of  how- 
well  you  have  done  and  what 
needs  to  be  changed  in  your  pro- 
gram.

There  is  a very  interesting  story 
and  lesson  in  the  third  Chapter 
of  Daniel.  It  is  the  story  of  three 
Jews  who  stood  firm  against  com- 
promising with  any  evil,  even 
though  they  were  alone  in  their 
stand. 

Nebuchadnezzar  the  King  had 


made  an  image  of  gold,  and  com- 
manded that  all  people,  nations, 
and  languages  should  bow  down 
and  worship  the  golden  image  at 
the  sound  of  certain  musical  in- 
struments. Those  who  did  not 
bow  down  and  worship  would  the 
same  hour  be  cast  into  a burn- 
ing, fiery  furnace. 

But  the  King  began  to  have 
trouble  with  his  own  men.  Three 
men  who  had  been  set  over  the 
affairs  of  Babylon,  Shadrack,  Me- 
shack  and  Abednego,  refused  to 
obey  the  King’s  order  to  worship 
the  image.  A report  of  this  came 
to  the  King,  and  he  immediately 
called  these  three  on  the  carpet 
for  a personal  interview. 

“Is  it  true?”  demanded  the 
King,  “That  you  do  not  bow  down 
and  worship  the  image  I have  set 
up?

I know  of  no  better  example  of 
a working  Christianity  in  a gov- 
ernment office  than  this.  These 
three  men  held  high  office  in  the 
King’s  pay,  having  been  set  over 
the  affairs  of  the  province  of  Ba- 
bylonia. They  knew  they  were  in 
danger  of  losing  their  lives  as  well 
as  their  positions  if  they  disobey- 
ed the  King’s  orders;  yet  they 
chose  to  obey  God  rather  thar 
men.  They  stood  firm  even 
though  all  the  rest  of  the  people 
obeyed  the  King. 

And  I want  you  to  notice  the 
result  of  this  courageous  stand 
of  Shadrack,  Meshack  and  Abed- 
nego. When  God  had  delivered 
them  safely  out  of  the  fire,  Neb- 
uchadnezzar was  convinced  that 
God  was  the  true  God.  He  gath- 
ered together  all  the  officials  of 
his  kingdom,  and  made  a Ic.’rse 
that  anyone  anywhere  who  spoke 
anything  amiss  against  the  God 
of  Shadrack,  Meshack,  and  Abed- 
nego, should  be  cut  to  pieces.  Be- 
cause three  men  stood  true  to 
their  convictions  and  refused  to 
compromise  with  sin,  a king  and 
his  people  were  converted  from 
the  worship  of  a golden  image  to 
worship  the  one  true  God.

The  purpose  of  the  "Freedoms 
Foundation”  is  to:  Create  and 
build  an  understanding  of  the 
spirit  and  philosophy  of  the  con- 
stitutions and  Bill  of  Rights  to 
fight  communism  by  popularizing 
democracy;  and  to  inspire  love  of 
freedom,  and  to  support  the  spir- 
itual unity  born  of  the  belief  that 
man  is  a dignified  human  being 
by  sponsoring  the  Freedoms 
Foundations  Award  Program. 

Every  American  is  eligible  to 
submit  his  own  and  any  other 
person’s  or  organization’s  mater- 
ial relating  to  the  freedoms. 

The  awards  category  in  which 
college  students  would  be  inter- 
ested are : General  categox-y,  which 
includes  poems,  pageants  and 
songs;  cartoons,  which  must  be 
published  and  artist's  name  and 


publication  date  must  be  submit- 
ted; College  campus  programs, 
such  as  assembly  programs;  edi- 
torials, tear  sheets  with  writer’s 
.name  and  date  of  publication; 
photographs  with  caption  sub- 
mitted with  photographer’s  name; 
public  addresses  including  com- 
mencement address,  orations  and 
speeches  with  the  text  included, 
and  radio  programs  with  scripts 
or  recordings  included. 

The  awards  are:  242  cash  a- 
wards  up  to  $1,000:  265  honor  me- 
dal awards,  and  325  certificates 
of  merit  awards.

Every  individual  is  bom  with  certain  inalien- 
able rights,  and  among  these  is  the  right  for  us  to  choose  our  life’s 
work  and  compete  with  others  in  that  line 

Yes,  America  is  certainly  a land  of  opportunity,  a land  where 
there  is  continual  specilazation  and  the  need  for  many  workers.  The 
matter  is  left  to  us  as  individuals,  however,  to  choose  what  we  will 
do  for  a way  of.  life.

This  leads  me  to  make  this 
observation  people  who  want  to 
be  educated  must  be  educated  in 
the  field  of  religion.  I verily  be- 
lieve that  there  is  no  phase  of  our 
life  in  which  we  are  more  illiter- 
ate than  we  are  in  the  field  of 
religion.  Most  people  would  say 
that  religion  is  an  important 
phase  of  one’s  life.

A 
great  many  authorities  can  be 
cited  to  prove  that  point.  Paul 
had  a great  deal  to  say  about  the 
matter  of  people  growing  up  and 
■maturing  in  their  religious  under- 
standings. Jesus  knew  the  Old 
Testament  very  thoroughly,  if  his 
own  quotations  from  the  scrip- 
tures are  any  evidence. 

A good  many  college  students 
and  others  get  exposed  to  prob- 
lems in  science.  They  have  been 
exposed  a little  to  religion  and 
many  of  them,  because  of  the 
lack  of  maturity,  see  some  funda- 
mental conflict  between  the  two.

The  Advanced  Speech  Class

dom  and  economic  opportunity.” 

An  amendment  to  this  third 
resolution  which  would  have  en- 
couraged all  nations  to  shake  off 
foreign  influences,  “such  as  . . . 
China  in  Tibet,”  was  overwhelm- 
ingly beaten. 


The  split  came  when  some  of 
the  liberals — or  right  wingers — 
felt  that  the  resolutions  were  be- 
ing railroaded  through  with  a 
minimum  of  debate,  and  that 
these  resolutions  were  Communist 
oriented. 

Those  arguing  against  the  split 
called  for  “minimal  agreement” 
on  the  broad  issues.  Said  one  del- 
egate: "We  must  look  for  points 
of  agreement,  not  disagreement.  It 
is  possible  that  the  future  of  the 
world  depends  on  whether  people 
like  us  can  find  ways  of  cooper- 
ating with  each  other.” 

But  one  of  the  bolters  count- 
ered: “The  only  things  we  can 
agree  on  is  that  we  all  want  peace, 
academic  freedom  and  equality. 
Once  we  start  talking  about  how, 
there  is  nothing  but  conflict.” 

The  conference  ended  with  talk 
of  another  one  this  summer,  but 
no  definite  date  was  set.  One  dis- 
satisfied delegate  summed  up  the 
convention  with  an  approximate 
quotation  from  Jeremiah:  "They 
all  cry  peace,  peace,  but  there  is 
no  peace."

This  nation  is  entering  one  of  the 
most  perilous  crises  ever  exper- 
ienced The  citizens  need  to  think 
clearly.  Their  conception  of  vot- 
ing must  be  accurate,  and  they 
must  be  familiar  with  the  policy, 
platform,  and  candidate  they  vote 
for.  With  God’s  guidance,  they 
must  decide  which  party  candi- 
date or  amendment  would  be  the 
best  for  the  future  of  our  coun- 
try and  its  people.  We  need  to 
realize  that  the  future  of  our 
country  depends  on  the  men  se- 
lected in  the  voting  booth.  Every- 
where there  are  honest  and  ca- 
pable people  seeking  to  serve 
mankind.  All  of  us  must  decide 
which  way  we  vote,  but  regard- 
less of  whom  we  vote  for  we 
should  vote.

American  education  and  also  to 
acquaint  him  with  American  life 
and  customs  through  affording 
arrangements  in  which  he  can 
visit  local  courts,  small  businessess, 
PTA  meetings,  churches,  lunch 
rooms,  American  homes,  etc. 
These  will  give  a picture  of  how 
Americans  live,  work  and  play. 
Indications  are  that  these  visits 
will  also  correct  false  notions  of 
our  way  of  life  that  many  people 
may  have.”

For  the  past  several  weeks  the 
two  major  political  parties  have 
been  blaming  each  other  for  the 
past  and  present  crises.

I wonder  if  we  have  ever  stopped  to  think  why  we  came  to 
college  and  how  we  use  our  time  while  in  school.  As  1 journey  around 
the  campus,  I hear  various  comments  about  the  matter.

The  Juniors  have 
a ninety-three  per  cent  participation  and  the  seniors  have  a seven- 
ty-six per  cent.  Of  the  siyty-nine  high  school  juniors  and  seniors 
seventeen  gained  scholastic  honors  ranging  from  special  distinction 
to  honorable  mention.  Most  of  the  scholastic  honors  went  to  per- 
sons participating  in  one  or  more  activities.

party  would  have  been  defeated. 
They  should  have  said  that  Tru- 
man was  not  altogether  the  cause 
of  the  Korean  conflict  and  cor- 
ruption and  that  Einsenhower  was 
not  to  blame  for  the  progressless 
European  army. 

Regardless  of  the  political  par- 
ty. we  hold  the  future  in  our 
hands.  There  are  some  essential 
programs  we  the  people  must 
carry  out  faithfully  and  honestly 
for  progress  to  come  to  this  great 
nation. 

The  first  problem  that  needs 
attention  is  the  development  of 
natural  resources.  We  must  pro- 
duce enough  power  for  all  the 
farms  and  factories.  Today  with 
a great  labor  shortage,  many, 
farms  depend  on  electric  power 
to  do  most  of  the  strenuous  and 
tedious  work.  This  electric  pow- 
er can  save  gasoline  and  other 
fuels  for  wartime  use.  The  fac- 
tories that  produce  civilian  and 
wartime  goods  also  depend  on 
power.  To  fall  a hundred  kilowatt 
hours  short,  is  like  retreating  one 
hundred  miles  in  a battle  field. 
These  are  the  facts  concerning 
the  value  of  electic  power;  yet 
over  half  the  users  never  attend 
a meeting  or  help  elect  the  of- 
ficials and  directors  for  the  va- 
rious power  associattions. 

There  should  be  more  petro- 
leum explored  to  insure  a plenti- 
ful supply  if  we  need  to  suddenly 
engage  in  an  all-out  war  The 
waste  at  refineries  should  be 
completely  reduced  Mineral  de- 
posits are  waiting  for  men  with 
enough  courage  and  faith  to  ex- 
plore them  There  must  be  some 
way  to  extract  these  minerals 
(feldspar)  profitably,  and  the 
method  should  be  discovered  be-

To  get  this 
new  program  started,  each  state 
must  meet  the  crisis  in  the  oper- 
ation of  its  schools,  regardless  of 
whether  there  is  a teacher  short- 
age or  a low  salary  problem.  One 
thing  is  certain:  this  program 
must  produce  and  train  more  doc- 
tors and  health  personnel  so  as 
to  safeguard  the  country  in  case 
of  chemical  warfare. 

The  last  essential  is  moral 
strength.  We  should  all  meet 
these  challenges  with  determina- 
tion to  prove  to  the  world  that 
we  want  progress  and  peace.  We 
should  meet  the  challenge  of  fail- 
ure with  success  and  the  challenge' 
of  fear  with  courage.

The  two 
men  who  are  presented  to  the 
people  of  this  nation  by  their  par- 
ties are  Adlai  Stevenson  and 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower.  Of  course 
after  hearing  the  political  argu- 
ments and  speeches,  one  knows 
that  Stevenson  is  a Democrat  and 
Eisenhower,  the  Republican. 

Each  of  these  men  is  said  to 
represent  a different  set  of  ideas. 
Maybe  this  is  so,  but  isn’t  the  wel- 
fare of  the  nation  the  common 
idea  or  is  it  personal  gain? 

. Many  predictions  have  been 
made,  sometimes  in  favor  of  one 
man  and  sometimes  in  favor  of 
the  other.

People  are  prone  to  criticize. 
No  matter  who  holds  the  office 
of  President  of  the  United  States 
he  will  be  severely  criticized,  even 
if  he  were  perfect — which  no 
man  on  this  earth  will  ever  be. 

I wonder  if  the  people  of  this 
nation  have  forgotten  the  system 
of  reason.  If  these  two  men  who 
are  exceptionally  outstanding  in 
character  and  intelligence,  one 
a military  mind  the  other  spe- 
cializing in  internal  affairs,  could 
put  their  ideas  together  and  put 
forth  the  compromise  of  the  two, 
don’t  you  agree  that  more  good 
would  be  gained  than  for  them 
to  try  to  beat  each  other  down? 

We  students,  here  'at  E.C.J.C. 
were  given  a chance  at  a mock 
election.  You  notice  that  it  is 
only  a mock  election,  wc  can’t 
vote  in  a real  election  because 
they  say  we  aren’t  old  enough 
nor  mature  enough:  yet  people 
do  vote  who  know  far  less  than 
the  majority  of  us  about  the  men 
of  this  country  and  what  they 
represent. 

We  are  old  enough  to  die,  why 
aren’t  we  old  enough  to  vote? 

If  we  don’t  know  how  to  vote 
now,  believe  me  we  never  will  for 
isn’t  it  said  that  young  ideas  are 
the  substance  and  life  of  almost 
any  situation?  I ask  again:  why 
can’t  we  vote? 

You  can’t  say  we  aren’t  inter- 
ested, for  more  students  voted  in 
this  mock  election  than  voted  in 
any  campus  election  that  has 
been  held  on  this  campus  in  the 
past  year  or  two.  Two  hundred 
ninety-one  people  voted;  ninety- 
four  were  for  Eisenhower  and  one 
hundred  ninety-seven  for  Steven- 
son. » 

As  I have  said,  why  do  these 
two  parties  have  to  fight  each 
other;  Why  can’t  they  sit  dawn 
and  put  their  best  ideas  together 
for  this  nation’s  good  instead  of 
each  one  getting  out  and  trying 
to  outplay  the  other  in  politics. 
Why  should  personal  gain  be  their 
goal,  after  all  it  is  OUR  nation. 
Remember? 
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Christmas  is  just  around  the 
corner  and  my  poor  roomie  is 
worrying  her  head  almost  off  ovet 
w;hat  to  give  certain  people  for 
Christmas. 


In  Romans  8:9-11  we  find  these 
words:  “But  take  heed  lest  by  any 
means  this  liberty  of  yours  be- 
come a stumbling  block  to  them 
that  are  tweak.  Lest  if  any  man 
see  thee  which  has  knowledge  sit 
at  meat  in  the  idols;  and  through 
thy  knowledge  shall  the  weak 
brother  perish,  for  whom  Christ 
died?” 

In  these  three  verses,  Paul  is 
talking  to  those  Christians  who 
had  been  buying  and  eating  meat 
that  had  been  offered  to  idols. 
Because  they  did  this,  others  fol- 
lowed them  and  ate  of  the  same 
meat.  In  the  seventh  verse  of  the 
same  chapter,  Paul  tells  us — 
“their  conscience  being  weak  is 
defiled.” 

Here  we  have  a lesson  that  may 


be  applied  to  the  life  of  every- 
one on  this  campus.  There  may 
be  someone  who  is  trying  to  follow 
in  our  footsteps,  and  we  must  be 
very  careful  that  our  actions  will 
not  be  a stumbling  block  to  him. 
Paul  warns  us  against  letting  our 
liberty  or  something  we  are  free 
to  do,  hinder  those  who  would  be 
harmed  by  doing  the  same  thing. 
Here  many  ask  the  question  Cain 
asked  God  after  he  had  slain  his. 
brother,  "Am  I my  brother's 
Keeper?  Am  I responsible  if 
someone  else  does  wrong  because 
they  thought  what  I did  was 
wrong”? 

I should  like  to  say  here  that 
we  are  our  brother’s  keeper.  In 
the  twelfth  verse  we  find  ‘‘But 
when  ye  sin  so  against  the  bre- 
thren, and  wound  their  weak  con- 
science, ye  sin  against  Christ.” 
Does  not  that  compel  us  to  live 
so  that  our  lives  will  not  hinder 
those  who  are  trying  to  live 
Christian  lives? 

In  the  next  verse  we  find  the 
attitude  which  Paul  took  toward 
this  question,  "Wherefore,  if  meat 
make  my-  brother  to  offend,  I 


will  eat  no  flesh  while  the  world 
standeth,  lest  I make  my  brother 
to  offend.”  So  likewise  should 
each  of  us  do,  and  take  care  that 
we  do  nothing  that  might  cause 
someone  weaker  than  we  to  do 
wrong.

party  would  have  been  defeated. 
They  should  have  said  that  Tru- 
man was  not  altogether  the  cause 
of  the  Korean  conflict  and  cor- 
ruption and  that  Einsenhower  was 
not  to  blame  for  the  progressless 
European  army. 

Regardless  of  the  political  par- 
ty, we  hold  the  future  in  our 
hands.  There  are  some  essential 
programs  we  the  people  must 
carry  out  faithfully  and  honestly 
for  progress  to  come  to  this  great 
nation. 

The  first  problem  that  needs 
attention  is  the  development  of 
natural  resources.  We  must  pro- 
duce enough  power  for  all  the 
farms  and  factories.  Today  with 
a great  labor  shortage,  many 
farms  depend  on  electric  power 
to  do  most  of  the  strenuous  and 
tedious  work.  This  electric  po\7- 
er  can  save  gasoline  and  other 
fuels  for  wartime  use.  The  fac- 
tories that  produce  civilian  and 
wartime  goods  also  depend  on 
power.  To  fall  a hundred  kilowa.it 
hours  short,  is  like  retreating  one 
hundred  miles  in  a battle  field. 
These  are  the  facts  concerning 
the  value  of  elcctic  power:  yet 
over  half  the  users  never  attend 
a meeting  or  help  elect  the  of- 
ficials and  directors  for  the  va- 
rious power  associattions. 

There  should  be  more  petro- 
leum explored  to  insure  a plenti- 
ful supply  if  we  need  to  suddenly 
engage  in  an  all-out  war  The 
waste  at  refineries  should  be 
completely  reduced  Mineral  de- 
posits are  waiting  for  men  with 
enough  courage  and  faith  to  ex- 
plore them  There  must  be  some 
way  to  extract  these  minerals 
(feldspar)  profitably,  and  the 
method  ihould  be  discovered  be-

. ..In  Romans  8:9-11  we  find  these 
words:  “But  take  heed  lest  by  any 

means  this  liberty  of  yours  be- 
come a stumbling  block  to  them 
that  are  iweak.  Lest  if  any  man 
see  thee  which  has  knowledge  sit 
at  meat  in  the  idols;  and  through 
thy  knowledge  shall  the  weak 
brother  perish,  for  whom  Christ 
died?” 

In  these  three  verses,  Paul  is 
talking  to  those  Christians  who 
had  been  buying  and  eating  meat 
that  had  been  offered  to  idols. 
Because  they  did  this,  others  fol- 
lowed them  and  ate  of  the  same 
meat.  In  the  seventh  verse  of  the 
same  chapter,  Paul  tells  us — 
“their  conscience  -being  weak  is 
defiled.” 

Here  we  have  a lesson  that  may 


be  applied  to  the  life  of  every- 
one on  this  campus.  There  may 
be  someone  who  is  trying  to  follow 
in  our  footsteps,  and  we  must  be 
very  careful  that  our  actions  will 
not  be  a stumbling  block  to  him.

standeth,  lest  I make  my  brother 
to  offend.”

Stenjjis'  Speech  Gives 
Food  For  Thought

vember 13th.

“I  had  rather  be  associated  with 
a cause  which  was  defeated  but 
triumphed  later  than  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  a cause  which  won 
but  eventually  was  defeated.” —

A question  frequently  asked  of 
Senator  Stennis:  “Why  doesn’t 
the  UN  work  better?” 

It  has  failed  to  co-operate  with 
Russia. 

There  has  been  re-armament 
during  peacetime. 

Revolutions  have  occurred  in 
many  parts  of  the  world  which 
represent  over  one-half  of  the 
world’s  population  but  only  11 
percent  of  the  income  of  the 
world.

Concerning  the  Korean  War:

Mississippi  offers  op- 
portunity to  the  young  men  of  today  in  the  field  of  agriculture-our 
land  is  not  all  worn  out— it  needs  the  scientific  faming  methods 

of  our  modern  world  applied  to  it.  .......  . . . . 

Although  Mississippi  is  not  an  industrial  state,  factories  of 


different  kinds  are  developing  over  the  state. 

The  TVA  lines  of  the  rural  sections  of  the  state  have  enabled 
dairies  to  develop.  It  is  possible  for  a young  man  with  four  or  five 
dairy  cows  to  develop  a profitable  business  on  his  farm  in  addition 
to  the  crops  he  grows. 

Teaching  the  youth  of  the  state  provides  jobs  for  qualified  per- 
sons.

For  many  years  the 
people  have  read  of  the  rapid  rise 
of  the  rich  east  and  saw  industry 
race  to  the  western  coast  like  a 
saber  jet.  Industry  was  also  creep- 
ing toward  the  South  like  a slow 
turtle.  We  were  warned  of  this. 
We  saw  in  these  sections  of  the 
country,  the  great  need  for  in- 
dustrial ■ statesmanship.

All  this  has  been 
lead  by  the  young  generation  who 
in  a few  years  will  carry  the  heavy 
responsibility  of  citizenship,  but 
this  doesn’t  solves  Mississippi’s 
need  for  industrial  statesmanship. 

Mississippi  needs  industrial 
statesmanship.  First,  the  people 
want  something  to  which  they 
can  pin  their  faith.

They  want 
something  that  will  hold  and  help 
them  when  the  road  becomes 
dark.  The  different  ideals  have 
not  pleased  them.  This  sought 
statesmanship  must  have  have 
the  basic,  political  and  economic 
requirements  firmly  rooted  in 
their  mind.  They  feel  no  one  but 
those  who  possess  all  of  these  are 
essential  to  keep  their  state  firm- 
ly fixed  in  the  field  of  industry 
regardless  of  what  crisis  may 
come.  Every  move  or  act  these 
industrial  statesmen  made  would 
be  made  in  the  long  range  inter- 
est of  their  state  and  these  peo-

And  He  cometh,  and  findeth 
them  sleeping,  and  said  unto  Pet- 
er, Simon,  sleepest  thou?  Couldest 
not  thou  watch  one  hour?  Watch 
ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into 
temptation.” — Mark  14:37-38. 

That  same  question  comes  ring- 
ing down  through  the  ages  to 
confront  each  of  us  today.  “Are 
you  asleep?  Do  you  not  have 
enough  spiritual  strength  to  watch 
with  me  for  just  one  hour?”  Take 
a quick  look  at  the  majority  of 
the  students  here  at  East  Central 
and  then  tell  me,  what  do  YOU 
think  the  answer  is? 

I am  inclined  to  believe  that 
we  are  asleep — asleep  to  the  bles- 
sings and  glory  of  God,  asleep  to 
the  daily  opportunities  we  have  to 
witness  for  our  Lord,  asleep  to 
our  complete  dependence  on  the 
mercies  of  God  for  everything 
we  have,  asleep  to  our  need  for 
a few  minutes  set  aside  every  day 
for  prayer  and  devotion.  If  we 
expect  to  survive  spiritually,  we 
must  awaken  to  our  spiritual  needs 
and  take  immediate  steps  to  sat- 
isfy those  needs. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Student  Christian  Association,  two 
brief  periods  are  set  aside  each 
school  day  for  quiet  devotion.  The 
first  of  these  is  the  morning 
watch,  which  is  held  in  the  as- 
sembly room  above  the  Student 
Center  at  7:30  a.  m.  The  other  is 
noon-day  prayer  service,  which 
is  also  held  in  the  assembly  room 
at  12:25  each  day.  These  two  ser- 
vices were  well  attended  the  first 
few  weeks  of  school,  but  the  at- 
tendance at  both  services  has  de- 
creased since  then.  The  term  “a- 
sleep”  may  be  applied  quite  liter- 
ally to  many  of  those  students 
who  have  been  missing  morning 
watch. 

In  the  thirty-eighth  verse,  Jesus 
warned  Peter  to  “Watch  ye  and 
pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  tempta- 
tion.” The  Christian  who  does  not 
pray  may  be  compared  with  a 
car  with  no  gas  in  the  tank.  Just 
as  a car  with  no  gas  has  no  pow- 
er, the  Christian  without  prayer 
has  no  power  to  live  a Christian 
life  individually  or  to  win  others 
to  the  Lord.  I have  found  this  to 
be  true  in  my  personal  life,  and 
have  been  strengthtened  spirit- 
ually by  attending  the  devotional 
periods  mentioned  above.  I believe 
that  the  students  of  this  insti- 
tution will  receive  new  power  to 
live  Christian  lives  on  the  cam- 
pus if  they  will  start  attending 
these  devotional  periods. 

Let  me  ask  each  of  you  this 
question:  “Are  you  Asleep?”  If 
you  are,  are  you  going  to  wake 
up:  I pray  that  we  as  a student 
body  might  be  fully  awake  to  the 
opportunities  we  have  to  serve 
God  and  begin  to  really  enjoy 
His  blessings.

Music  Department  Furnishes 
Services  To  Local  Communities 


The  Music  Department  does  its 
share  in  helping  East  Central  to 
be  a community  college. 

Several  activities  carried  on  by 
the  department  are  of  a com- 
munity nature.  The  band  that 
serves  at  the  football  games  is  a 
community  band  with  members 
from  schools  in  this.. area  in  ad- 
dition to  the  college  students. 
Music  and  instruments  owned  by 
East  Central  are  used  by  high 
schools  in  this  locality.  Records 
from  the  record  library  are  often 
loaned  to  neighbors.  Last  year  for 
the  homecoming  performance, 
four  bands  from  this  five  county 
area,  participated  in  the  celebra- 
tion. 

Programs  are  given  all  during 
the  year  by  the  faculty  and  stu- 
dents on  and  off  the  campus  as 
a community  service.  These  pro- 
grams include  both  instrumen- 
tal and  vocal  numbers  varying 
from  sacred  to  secular.  Last  year 
over  a hundred  programs  were 
given  in  schools,  churches,  and 
civic  and  professional  clubs  over 
the  area. 

Through  classes  in  music  ap- 
preciation and  music  education, 
music  was  made  available  last 
year  to  adults — teachers  in  the 
area  who  took  part  in  these  night 
classes.  From  these  night  classes 
developed  a grade  school  festival 
for  which  East  Central  was  host 
to  teachers  and  students  from 


the  third  through  the  sixth  grade 
from  nine  schools  of  this  local- 
ity. Students  in  the  college  music 
department  went  out  to  these 
schools  and  helped  teach  the 
songs  used  in  the  festival  to  the 
students. 

Instructors  from  the  depart- 
ment have  been  available  for  or- 
ganist. director,  and  soloists  for 
churches  in  this  area.  These 
churches  have  taken  advantage 
of  this  availability  too. 

Miss  Hogan,  instructor  in  the 
Music  Department  of  East  Cen- 
tral, was  loaned  to  Union  for  the 
senior  high  school  piano  students 
there  last  year. 

Special  programs  are  presented 
each  year  by  the  girls’  choir,  mix- 
ed choir,  madigrals,  ensembles, 
and  individuals.  Last  year  Christ- 
mas programs  were  presented  in 
the  churches  and  the  school  in 
Decatur  and  Union.  Musical  num- 
bers were  presented  by  these 
groups  during  the  revivals  at  De- 
catur and  Newton  As  a special 
community  service  the  choirs, 
madigrals,  and  individuals  furn- 
ish music  for  the  banquets  held 
in  the  college  cafeteria. 

A music  appreciation  class  was 
offered  this  summer  for  ‘veter- 
ans. 

All  these  activities  by  the  music 
department  help  East  Central 
Junior  College  to  function  as  a 
community  college.

East  Central  Junior  College  has 
a well  organized  athletic  program 
which  serves  its  students  and  the 
community. 

The  athletic  department  at  East 
Central  is  the  only  department 
which  gives  scholarships.  This 
gives  those  who  are  interested  in 
athletics  a chance  to.  further  their 
education. 

Thirty  of  East  Central’s  foot- 
ball players  have  athletic  aid. 
Without  this  help,  probably  half 
of  these  boys  would  not  be  at- 
tending school  this  year.

sissippi  needs  men  who  are  in- 
terested in  economics,  politics, 
and  education  and  act  unselfish- 
ly on  all  state  problems.  Some 
of  the  wealthiest  states  in  the 
Union  are  fighting  within  them- 
salves.  Farmers,  oilmen,  and  in- 
dustry have  tried  to  control:  each 
section  of  the  state  should  have 
its  place,  but  no  class  of  workers 
should  have  complete  control. 

Perhaps  in  a slight  sense,  we 
nave  started  this  statesmanship. 
Probably  the  first  sign  of  this 
was  noticed  in  World  War  II.  or 
incidents  from  that  war  proved 
it.  Young  progressive  men  with 
courage  saw  corruption  in  gov- 
ernment and  did  something  about 
it.  This  meant  fighting  one’s  best 
friends,  fighting  enemies  who 
used  every  trick  card,  but,  re- 
gardless of  this,  they  displayed 
the  fine  character  of  Americans. 

At  this  same  time  business  men 
and  leaders  were  called  together 
and  shown  their  responsibilities 
in  their  community.  Projects  were 
planned,  organizations  were  or- 
ganized to  help  and  deal  with  the 
rising  problems  and  corruption 
in  the  state.  These  loyal  and  pa- 
triotic men  w'ho  failed  to  see  the 
tremendous  national  responsibil- 
ity that  was  theirs  are  now  striv- 
ing against  uneven  odds  to  shoul- 
der the  responsibility  that  is 
theirs. 

They  are  now  realizing  that  the 
future  of  industry  and  perhaps 
the  future  of  America  depends  on 
their  work.  These  men  thought 


their  jobs  demanded  their  entire 
ability  and  energies,  but  this  is 
not  so.  No  matter  how  tired  or 
worn  out.  w'hen  called,  these  men 
should  answer  with  courage  and 
understanding.  Soldiers  don’t  rest 
when  the  enemy  attacks  even  if 
they  haven't  had  any  rest  for 
days. 

Achieving  these  things  have 
made  the  people  think  they  have 
reached  their  goal  but  let  us  take 
a look  at  the  record  of  the  states- 
men. They  have  put  their  posi- 
tion ahead  of  the  state’s  inter- 
est because  of  lack  of  knowledge 
or  personal  reasons.  Many  of 
them  have  dealt  in  the  field  of 
human  emotions.  They  have  nev- 
er dealt  with  the  hard  facts  con- 
cerning economics  and  have  been 
trained  in  the  art  of  spending 
money  rather  than  conserving  re- 
sources. 

These  are  the  facts.  Aggres- 
sion is  needed  in  establishing  the 
balance  between  the  businessman 
aqd  the  industrialist.  Mississippi 
needs  men  in  whom  her  people 
can  pin  their  faith  as  we  enter 
the  beginning  of  a new  era.

The  1952  football  season  is  his- 
tory, but  before  we  put  it  in  the 
record  book,  I think  it  can  be 
marked  in  big  black  letters  as  a 
success.

Many  of  the  boys  who  wore 
the  Warriors' .colors  this  year  can 
be  ranked  with  all  time  great 
Warriors,  but  on  the  whole  it 
would  be  hard  to  pick  stars  from 
the  team.

a player  who  was  thought  of  as 
just  another  man  in  there  might 
rise  to  the  occasion  and  lead  the 
fight. 

Billy  Cole,  Kenneth  Kidd,  and 
Leon  Akin  handled  the  offensive 
ends  and  were  on  the  receiving 
end  of  many  T.  D.  passes.  Mickey 
George  and  Troy  Henderson  were 
the  stalwart  ends  on  defense. 
Fred  Thrower  and  Porter  Hender 
son  were  the  iron  men  at  tackle, 
going  sixty  minutes  many  times 
but  receiving  able  support  from 
Denman  Bridges,  O’Neil  Kirby, 
and  Moody  Davis.

were  led  by  A1  Pacifico  and  Don

Student  Life  In 
Germany  Is  Free

A German  student  is  completely 
free. 

At  Frankfurt  university  ate 
studying  about  5,000  students. 
There  is  no  one  living  in  dorms, 
fraternities  or  rooming-houses. 
They  all  have  their  own  rooms  on 
rent,  without  any  kind  of  regula- 
tions or  restrictions. 

Now  between  high  school  in  the 
UB.A.  in  Germany  there  is  a fun- 
damental difference.  The  kinds 
in  Germany  enter  high  school  at 
the  age  of  10  and  stay  there  for 
nine  years.  During  this  time  they 
have  to  take: 

Nine  years  English,  six  years 
Latin,  four  years  a third  language 
(French,  Italian  or  Spanish),  one 
year  biology,  five  years  chemis- 
try, nine  years  geography,  six 


years  physics  and  nine  years  of 
Mathematics.  In  addition,  they 
must  take  sports,  history,  German, 
religion,  music  and  drawing. 

About  .45  percent  of  all  Ger- 
man children  are  going  through 
high  school. 

German  universities  expect  that 
a student  will  do  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  his  studies  at 
home  by  reading  books.  Courses 
have  only  the  functions  of  in- 
troductions. There  are  no  text- 
books. 

The  professor  names  a certain 
number  of  books.  The  student 
has  to  decide  what  he  wants  to 
read.  By  this  way,  it  is  possible 
that  a Germany  university  has 
about  six  months  vacation  during 
a year. 

But  a serious  student  has  tc 
study  rather  hard  during  this  time. 

Many  students  renounce  certain 
classes  if  the  professor  is  not 
outstandnig.  They  will  register 
for  the  class  and  prefer  to  read 
good  books  in  the  field  at  home. 

There  are  no  tests  and  exam- 
inations between  the  studies.  Aft- 
er three  to  four  years  the  student 
will  pass  a big  and  difficult  ex- 


amination to  get  the  master  de- 
gree. 

He  will  apply  for  permission  to 
take  the  examination  if  he  has 
the  feeling  of  being  well  pre- 
pared. But  almost  30  per  cent 
will  fail  and  can  repeat  the  exam 


after  a certain  time. 

You  can  get  only  two  academic 
degrees  at  a German  university, 
the  Masters  and  the  Doctor.  Be- 
tween Germany  and  othr  Euro- 
pean universities  is  no  hard  dif- 
ference.

According  to  the  Senator,  this  same  land  with 
improved  methods  of  farming  and  the  addition  of  fertilizers  is  pro- 
ducing a bale  and  a half  of  cotton  per  acre.  Mississippi  offers  op- 
portunity to  the  young  men  of  today  in  the  field  of  agriculture  our 
land  is  not  all  worn  out— it  needs  the  scientific  faming  methods 
of  our  modern  world  applied  to  it. 

Although  Mississippi  is  not  an  industrial  state,  factories  of 


different  kinds  are  developing  over  the  state. 

The  TVA  lines  of  the  rural  sections  of  the  state  have  enabled 
dairies  to  develop.  It  is  possible  for  a young  man  with  four  or  five 
dairy  cows  to  develop  a profitable  business  on  his  farm  in  addition 
to  the  crops  he  grows. 

Teaching  the  youth  of  the  state  provides  jobs  for  qualified  per- 
sons. Opportunities  for  teaching  in  our  state  range  from  an  elemen- 
tary school  teacher  to  university  instructor.  There  is  always  a chance 
for  advancement  with  the  aid  of  personal  improvement  and  ex- 
perience.

For  many  years  the 
people  have  read  of  the  rapid  rise 
of  the  rich  east  and  saw  industry 
raiee  to  the  western  coast  like  a 
saber  jet.  Industry  was  also  creep- 
ing 'toward  the  South  like  a slow 
turtle.  We  were  warned  of  this. 
We  saw  in  these  sections  of  the 
country,  the  great  need  for  in- 
dustrial statesmanship. 

What  have  our  schools  and  peo- 
ple done  about  it?

Every  move  or  act  these 
industrial  statesmen  made  would 
be  made  in  the  long  range  inter- 
est of  their  state  and  these  peo- 
ple could  get  the  much  needed

Campus  Christianity

And  He  cometh,  and  findeth 
them  sleeping,  and  said  unto  Pet- 
er. Simon,  sleepest  thou?  Couldest 
not  thou  watch  one  hour?  Watch 
ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into 
temptation.” — Mark  14:37-38. 

That  same  question  comes  ring- 
ing down  through  the  ages  to 
confront  each  of  us  today.  “Are 
you  asleep?  Do  you  not  have 
enough  spiritual  strength  to  watch 
with  me  for  just  one  hour?”  Take 
a quick  look  at  the  majority  of 
the  students  here  at  East  Central 
and  then  tell  me,  what  do  YOU 
think  the  answer  is? 

I am  inclined  to  believe  that 
we  are  asleep — asleep  to  the  bles- 
sings and  glory  of  God,  asleep  to 
the  daily  opportunities  we  have  to 
witness  for  our  Lord,  asleep  to 
our  complete  dependence  on  the 
mercies  of  God  for  everything 
we  have,  asleep  to  our  need  for 
a few  minutes  set  aside  every  day 
for  prayer  and  devotion.  If  we 
expect  to  survive  spiritually,  we 
must  awaken  to  our  spiritual  needs 
and  take  immediate  steps  to  sat- 
isfy those  needs. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Student  Christian  Association,  two 
brief  periods  are ' set  aside  each 
school  day  for  quiet  devotion.  The 
first  of  these  is  the  morning 
watch,  which  is  held  in  the  as- 
sembly room  above  the  Student 
Center  at  7:30  a.  m.  The  other  is 
noon-day  prayer  service,  which 
is  also  held  in  the  assembly  room 
at  12:25  each  day.  These  two  ser- 
vices were  well  attended  the  first 
few  weeks  of  school,  but  the  at- 
tendance at  both  services  has  de- 
creased since  then.  The  term  “a- 
sleep”  may  be  applied  quite  liter- 
ally to  many  of  those  students 
who  have  been  missing  morning 
watch. 

In  the  thirty-eighth  verse,  Jesus 
warned  Peter  to  “Watch  ye  and 
pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  tempta- 
tion.” The  Christian  who  does  not 
pray  may  be  compared  with  a 
car  with  no  gas  in  the  tank.  Just 
as  a car  with  no  gas  has  no  pow- 
er, the  Christian  without  prayer 
has  no  power  to  live  a Christian 
life  individually,  or  tp  win  others 
to  the  Lord.

Senior  Day,  which  occurs  each 
year  to  acquaint  high  school  sen- 
iors with  East  Central  and  there- 
by interest  them  in  going  to  col- 
lege; the  white  Christmas  pro- 
gram at  which  gifts  are  donated 
ond  distributed  to  the  needy;

The  E.  C.  J.  C.  Vocational  Ag- 
riculture department  serves  high 
school  students,  veteran  farm 
training  students,  young  farm- 
ers, and  adult  farmers — group  and 
individual  instruction  to  veteran 
farm  training  students,  commun- 
ity programs  and  meetings  for 
young  farmers  and  adult  farm- 
frs  are  services  given  in  addition 
to  the  development  of  farm  lead- 
ership among  high  school  boys 
through  project  work. 

Community  Development  Program 

One  cf  the  best  community  ser- 
vices is  the  Community  Develop-

Aim  of  Program 

The  aim  of  this  program  is  to 
improve  practices,  based  on  ex- 
perimental data  developed  at  the 
Coastal  Plains  Experiment  Sta- 
tion. in  every  farm  enterprise. 

Mr.  Bradford  Tucker,  high 
school  agriculture  teacher,  advises 
two  such  community  organiza- 
tions of  which  fifty  five  or  fifty 
six  families  are  members  of  the 
Newton  County  Rural  Develop- 
ment Program.  In  the  overall  or- 
ganization. ninety  to  ninety  five 
families  are  participating. 

Competitive  and  Co-Operative 
Program 

College  faculty  members  servo 
as  advisors  to  several  of  the  com- 
munities and  assisted  in  develop- 
ing the  score  card  used  to  score 
the  families  who  have  followed 
the  chart  of  improved  practices 
developed  co-operatively  by  the 
college,  the  experiment  station, 
other  agricultural  agencies  and 
business  organizations.  Communi- 
ties compete  against  communities 
and  families  against  families  for 
prizes  put  up  by  business  inter-

Music  Department  Furnishes 
Services  To  Local  Communities

The  Music  Department  does  its 
share  in  helping  East  Central  to 
be"  a community  college. 

Several  activities  carried  on  by 
the  department  are  of  a com- 
munity nature.  The  band  that 
serves  at  the  football  games  is  a 
community  band  with  members 
from  schools  in  this.. area  in  ad- 
dition to  the  college  students. 
Music  and  instruments  owned  by 
East  Central  are  used  by  high 
schools  in  this  locality.  Records 
from  the  record  library  are  often 
loaned  to  neighbors.  Last  year  for 
the  homecoming  performance, 
four  bands  from  this  five  county 
area,  participated  in  the  celebra- 
tion. 

Programs  are  given  all  during 
the  year  by  the  faculty  and  stu- 
dents on  and  off  the  campus  as 
a community  service.  These  pro- 
grams include  both  instrumen- 
tal and  vocal  numbers  varying 
from  sacred  to  secular.  Last  year 
over  a hundred  programs  were 
given  in  schools,  churches.  and 
civic  and  professional  clubs  over 
the  area. 

Through  classes  in  music  ap- 
preciation and  music  education, 
music  was  made  available  last 
year  to  adults — teachers  in  the 
area  w ho  took  part  in  these  night 
classes.  From  these  night  classes 
developed  a grade  school  festival 
for  which  East  Central  was  host 
to  teachers  and  students  from 


the  third  through  the  sixth  grade 
from  nine  schools  of  this  local- 
ity. Students  in  the  college  music 
department  went  out  to  these 
schools  and  helped  teach  the 
songs  used  in  the  festival  to  the 
students. 

Instructors  from  the  depart- 
ment have  been  available  for  or- 
ganist, director,  and  soloists  for 
churches  in  this  area.  These 
churches  have  taken  advantage 
of  this  availability  too. 

Miss  Hogan,  instructor  in  the 
Music  Department  of  East  Cen- 
tral, was  loaned  to  Union  for  the 
senior  high  school  piano  students 
there  last  year. 

Special  programs  are  presented 
each  year  by  the  girls’  choir,  mix- 
ed choir,  madigrals,  ensembles, 
and  individuals.  Last  year  Christ- 
mas programs  were  presented  in 
the  churches  and  the  school  in 
Decatur  and  Union.  Musical  num- 
bers were  presented  by  these 
groups  during  the  revivals  at  De- 
catur and  Newton  As  a special 
community  service  the  choirs, 
madigrals,  and  individuals  furn- 
ish music  for  the  banquets  held 
in  the  college  cafeteria. 

A music  appreciation  class  was 
offered  this  summer  for  veter- 
ans. 

All  these  activities  by  the  music 
department  help  East  Central 
Junior  College  to  function  as  a 
community  college.

The  Vocational  Industrial  Edu- 
ration  means  just  what  the  term 
implies — training  in  the  educa- 
tional field  for  an  industrial  vo- 
cation. Courses  offered  and  the 
instructors  for  each  include  Au-

Athletic  Program 
At  E.  C.  J.  C,  Serves 
Pupils,  Community 

East  Central  Junior  College  has 
a well  organized  athletic  program 
which  serves  its  students  and  the 
community. 

The  athletic  department  at  East 
Central  is  the  only  department 
which  gives  scholarships.  This 
gives  those  who  are  interested  in 
athletics  a chance  to  further  their 
education. 

Thirty  of  East  Central’s  foot- 
ball players  have  athletic  aid. 
Without  this  help,  probably  half 
of  these  boys  would  not  be  at- 
tending school  this  year. 

Basketball  is  the  one  activity  in 
the  community  around  which  the 
entire  population  is  brought  to 
focus.  It  is  a well  known  fact  to 
basketball  fans  that  ECJC  is  the 
basketball  capital  of  Mississippi. 

All  the  high  schools  in  the 
community  and  district  are  inter- 
ested in  basketball,  because  it  is 
one  of  their  featured  sports.  Bas- 
ketball games  bring  all  the  groups 


together. 

Th^  intra-mural  program  at 
East  Central  offers  those  who  do 
not  participate  in  inter-collegiate 
sports  an  opportunity  to  take  part 
in  an  activity.  As  a result  of  this 
program,  every  person  on  the 
campus  may  take  part  in  com- 
petitory  contests. 

Athletics  are  beneficial  to  both 
the  community-  and  the  partici- 
pant. They  serve  as  a factor  to 
draw  the  people  closer  together. 

The  participant  in  an  athletic 
activity  gains  good  training  and 
experience  through  competition 
with  others. 

Participtation  in  sports  helps 
a person  to  maintain  emotional 
stability.  One  learns  to  control  his 
emotions  and  participate  while 
under  emotional  strain.  * 

Physical  development  is  aided 
by  participation  in  athletic 
games.  One  gains,  through  prac- 
tices. a more  perfect  co-ordina- 
tion of  the  muscles  and  body  or- 
gans. 

Athletic  participation  is  also 
character  building.  Through  work- 
ing with  others,  the  participant 
learns  how  to  carry  failure  as 


well  as  gain;  he  learns  to  dis- 
tinguish between  right  and  wrong.

This  department  helps  East 
Central  to  serve  as  a community 
college.  The  instructors,  being 
highly  skilled  tradesmen,  serve  as 
consultants  in  their  fields  for  bus- 
inesses and  industries  of  this  area. 

The  second  way,  and  probably 
the  most  important  way  the  Vo- 
cational Industrial  Education  De- 
partment serves  as  a part  of  the 
community  college,  is  by  offering 
courses  which  enable  the  Student 
to  learn  a trade.  Because  of  the 
nature  and  the  expense  of  this 
program,,  it  would  be  impractible 
for  these  courses  to  be  offered  by 
the  other  schools  of  the  district. 
It  would  be  impractible  for  even 
the  larger  high  schools  to  offer  a 
course  in  automobile  mechanics 
because  of  the  expense  as  well  as 
the  demand  being  so  small  for 
such  courses;  therefore  East  Cen- 
tral serves  as  a community  cen- 
ter for  everyone  in  the  area  in- 
terested in  these  courses, 
i Business  and  industries  of  this 
1 part  of  the  state  are  supplied  with 
well  trained  skilled  tradesmen  in 
the  trades  already  mentioned.  The 
demand  for  students  in  this  de- 
partment far  excels  the  supply 
available  for  work  in  these  va- 
rious trades. 

Although  high  school  graduates 
are  preferred,  a high  school  di- 
ploma is  not  a requirement  for 
entrance  into  the  department. 
Adults,  even  if  they  have  not 
completed  their  high  school  work, 
may  enter  the  department  and

learn  a trade,  thereby  becoming 
better  equipped  for  making  a liv- 
ing in  this  modern  world. 

As  a part  of  its  training  pro- 
gram, the  department  has  con- 
structed various  buildings  on  the 
campus  which  has  improved  the 
whole  school.  These  buildings  in- 
clude the  Student  Center,  Ath- 
letic dressing  rooms,  and  the  ware 
house. 

Approximately  75  part-time  and 
full-time  students  are  enrolled  in 
the  department  at  the  present. 
The  largest  number  of  non-vet- 
eran students  the  department 
has  ever  had  is  now  enrolled  in 
the  department.

You’re  Safe  From 
Draft  Till  June 

If  you  have  a 2S  draft  defer- 
ment, it’s  likely  that  the  board 
won’t  bother  you  till  the  end  of 
this  year. 

Selective  Service  officials  say 
the  manpower  situation  will  be 
adequate  till  June.  But  next  year 
there  will  be  a manpower  short- 
age which  may  make  it  necessary 
to  draft  men  under  19. 

Draft  director  Lewis  B.  Her- 
shey  said  two  weeks  ago  that 
tighter  regulations  are  due,  which 
would  “reduce  the  number  in  col- 
lege whose  military  service  has 
been  deferred.” 

He  contemplated  a program;  in 
which  “military  training  should 
precede  college  training.” 

A recent  Gallup  Poll  shows  that 
69  per  cent  of  the  country  thinks 
students  getting  good  marks  in 
college  should  be  allowed  to 
graduate  before  being  drafted;

sissippi  needs  men  who  are  in- 
terested in  economics,  politics, 
and  education  and  act  unselfish- 
ly on  all  state  problems.  Some 
of  the  wealthiest  states  in  the 
Union  are  fighting  within  them- 
salves.  Farmers,  oilmen,  and  in- 
dustry have  tried  to  control;  each 
section  of  the  state  should  have 
its  place,  but  no  class  of  workers 
should  have  complete  control. 

Perhaps  in  a slight  sense,  we 
have  started  this  statesmanship. 
Probably  the  first  sign  of  this 
was  noticed  in  World  War  II.  or 
incidents  from  that  war  proved 
it.  Young  progressive  men  with 
courage  saw  corruption  in  gov- 
ernment and  did  something  about 
it.  This  meant  fighting  one’s  best 
friends,  fighting  enemies  who 
used  every  trick  card,  but,  re- 
gardless of  this,  they  displayed 
the  fine  character  of  Americans. 

At  this  same  time  business  men 
and  leaders  were  called  together 
and  shown  their  responsibilities 
in  their  community.  Projects  were 
planned,  organizations  were  or- 
ganized to  help  and  deal  with  the 
rising  problems  and  corruption 
in  the  state.  These  loyal  and  pa- 
triotic men  who  failed  to  see  the 
tremendous  national  responsibil- 
ity that  was  theirs  are  now  striv- 
ing against  uneven  odds  to  shoul- 
der the  responsibility  that  is 
theirs. 

They  are  now  realizing  that  the 
future  of  industry  and  perhaps 
the  future  of  America  depends  on 
their  work.  These  men  thought 


their  jobs  demanded  their  entire 
ability  and  energies,  but  this  is 
not  so.  No  matter  how  tired  or 
worn  out.  when  called,  these  men 
should  answer  with  courage  and 
understanding.  Soldiers  don't  rest 
when  the  enemy  attacks  even  if 
they  haven't  had  any  rest  for 
days. 

Achieving  these  things  have 
made  the  people  think  they  have 
reached  their  goal  but  let  us  take 
a look  at  the  record  of  the  states- 
men. They  have  put  their  posi- 
tion ahead  of  the  state’s  inter- 
est because  of  lack  of  knowledge 
or  personal  reasons.  Many  of 
them  have  dealt  in  the  field  of 
human  emotions.  They  have  nev- 
er dealt  with  the  hard  facts  con- 
cerning economics  and  have  been 
trained  in  the  art  of  spending 
money  rather  than  conserving  re- 
sources. 

These  are  the  facts.  Aggres- 
sion is  needed  in  establishing  the 
balance  between  the  businessman 
and  the  industrialist.  Mississippi 
needs  men  in  whom  her  people 
can  pin  their  faith  as  we  enter 
the  beginning  of  a new-  era.  What 
can  we  as  average  Mississippians 
do?  What  if  we  h^ve  no  money 
to  invest  or  no  high  position? 
Will  we  face  the  problems  clear- 
ly and  seek  after  the  answers 
that  will  be  the  best  for  the  en- 
tire world?

The  1952  football  season  is  his- 
tory, but  before  we  put  it  in  the 
record  book,  I think  it  can  be 
marked  in  big  black  letters  as  a 
success.

The  competition  in  the  JC  lea- 
gue this  year  was  probably  the 
stiffest  and  most  evenly  matched 
in  its  history.  No  team  finished 
the  season  without  tasting  defeat 
and  very  few  games  were  very 
easily  won.  Poplarville  and  Hinds 
finished  the  season  as  co-cham- 
pion with  one  defeat  each,  and 
both  of  these  fine  teams  will  tell 
you  they  felt  lucky  to  eke  out  the 
one  touchdown  margin  over  the 
hard  fighting  Warriors.  Only  in 
one  game  were  the  Warriors  de- 
feated by  more  than  one  touch- 
down and  when  this  happens  five 
games  in  a row,  it  just  goes  to 
prove  that  that  old  oval  shaped 
ball  can  take  some  crazy  bounces. 

The  Warriors  started  the  sea- 
son with  a bang  and  for  four 
weeks  sat  squarely  in  first  place, 
and  after  the  third  game,  became 
the  first  team  to  occupy  this  spot 
alone.  But  this  glory  was  short 
lived  because  in  this  conference 
when  anybody  gets  in  this  spot, 
everybody  starts  aiming  both  bar- 
rels at  his  head  and  that  is  ex- 
actly what  happened  to  the  War- 
riors’ scalp.  But  even  after  being 
knocked  out  of  the  honor  seat  and 
back  to  earth  in  one  big  lick,  the 
Warriors  did  not  fold  up  as  many 
people  thought,  but  kept  on  play- 
ing that  rocking,  socking  football. 
The  teams  they  played  the  latter 
half  of  the  season  were  superior 
to  the  ones  they  beat  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  season,  but,  as 
mentioned  before,  the  Warriors 
fell  by  only  a small  margin  in 
each  contest. 

We  have  nothing  but  praise  for 
the  boys  and  the  coaches  who  put 
everything  they  had  into  giving 
the  school  a team  of  which  all  can 
be  proud.  To  Coach  Grace  and 
Coach  Lindsley  who  installed  the 
Split-T  formation,  a system  en- 
tirely new  to  them,  and  moulded 
their  material  into  a real  hard- 
driving  machine,  we  have  nothing 
but  our  highest  praise. 

Many  of  the  boys  who  wore 
the  Warriors'  colors  this  year  can 
be  ranked  with  all  time  great 
Warriors,  but  on  the  whole  it 
would  be  hard  to  pick  stars  from 
the  team.  As  proven  many  times, 
a player  who  was  thought  of  as 
just  another  man  in  there  might 
rise  to  the  occasion  and  lead  the 
fight. 

Billy  Cole,  Kenneth  Kidd,  and 
Leon  Akin  handled  the  offensive 
ends  and  were  on  the  receiving 
end  of  many  T.  D.  passes.  Mickey 
George  and  Troy  Hendeipon  were 
the  stalwart  ends  on  defense. 
Fred  Thrower  and  Porter  Hender- 
son were  the  iron  men  at  tackle, 
going  sixty  minutes  many  times 
but  receiving  able  support  from 
Denman  Bridges,  O’Neil  Kirby, 
and  Moody  Davis.  The  guards 


were  led  by  A1  Pacifico  and  Don 
Acton  with  Doc  Wall  and  John 
Holman  sharing  some  of  the  of- 
fense and  Billy  Minton  handling 
a great  deal  of  the  defensive 
chores.  At  center,  Speights  Dun- 
can was  another  iron  man  play- 
ing both  offense  and  defense. 
Chester  Smith,  another  center, 
was  the  No.  1 linebacker  on  de- 
fense.

In  the  backfield,  George  Ball 
handled  the  main  quarterbacking 
duties,  but  on  occasions  the  du- 
ties were  done  by  Creeper  Nelson 
and  Joe  Todd.  John  Everett  and 
Billy  Snider  packed  most  of  the 
punch  from  the  fullback  spot  with 
Chester  Courtney  aldo  making 
some  fine  showings.  Kenny  Boy 
Strum,  listed  as  a fullback,  was 
a great  linebacker  until  injured 
in  mid-season,  and  his  jarring 
tackles  were  badly  missed.  P-Gum 
Smith  and  Lyle  Darnell  shared 
the  duties  at  left  half  and  both 
turned  in  performances  that  will 
not  be  forgotten.  Nat  Campbell 
and  Frank  May  were  the  top 
men  at  right  half,  but  injuries 
sometimes  kept  both  out  at  the 
same  time,  but  Henry  Snider  and 
Johnny  Graham  always  rose  to 
the  occasion  in  fine  style. 

This  team  had  its  ups  and 
downs,  took  its  knocks  and  bumps, 
had  its  moments  of  glory  and 
despair,  but  they  took  them  in 
the  true  Warrior  spirit  and  al- 
ways came  back  fighting.

Student  Life  In 
Germany  Is  Free

A German  student  is  completely 
free. 

At  Frankfurt  university  afe 
studying  about  5,000  students. 
There  is  no  one  living  in  dorms, 
fraternities  or  rooming-houses. 
They  all  have  their  own  rooms  on 
rent,  without  any  kind  of  regula- 
tions or  restrictions. 

Now  between  high  school  in  the 
U.S.A.  in  Germany  there  is  a fun- 
damental difference.  The  kinds 
in  Germany  enter  high  school  at 
the  age  of  10  and  stay  there  for 
nine  years.  During  this  time  they 
have  to  take: 

Nine  years  English,  six  years 
Latin,  four  years  a third  language 
(French,  Italian  or  Spanish),  one 
year  biology,  five  years  chemis- 
try, nine  years  geography,  six 


years  physics  and  nine  years  of 
Mathematics.  In  addition,  they 
must  take  sports,  history,  German, 
religion,  music  and  drawing. 

About  .45  percent  of  all  Ger- 
man children  are  going  through 
high  school. 

German  universities  expect  that 
a student  will  do  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  his  studies  at 
home  by  reading  books.  Courses 
have  only  the  functions  of  in- 
troductions. There  are  no  text- 
books. 

The  professor  names  a certain 
number  of  books.  The  student 
has  to  decide  what  he  wants  to 
read.  By  this  way,  it  is  possible 
that  a Geimany  university  has 
about  six  months  vacation  during 
a year. 

But  a serious  student  has  tc 
study  rather  hard  during  this  time. 

Many  students  renounce  certain 
classes  if  the  professor  is  not 
outstandnig.  They  will  register 
for  the  class  and  prefer  to  read 
good  books  in  the  field  at  home. 

There  are  no  tests  and  exam- 
inations between  the  studies.  Aft- 
er three  to  four  years  the  student 
will  pass  a big  and  difficult  ex- 


amination to  get  the  master  de- 
gree. 

He  will  apply  for  permission  to 
take  the  examination  if  he  has 
the  feeling  of  being  well  pre- 
pared. But  almost  30  per  cent 
will  fail  and  can  repeat  the  exam 


after  a certain  time. 

You  can  get  only  two  academic 
degrees  at  a German  university, 
the  Masters  and  the  Doctor.  Be- 
tween Germany  and  othr  Euro- 
pean universities  is  no  hard  dif- 
ference.

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Students  Can  Banish  Cheating  From 
East  Central 

Almost  everyday,  we  as  the  students  of  East  Central  Junior 
College  are  being  tested — tested  in  a way  which  shows  what  type  of 
individuals  we  really  are. 

As  students,  we  are  forming  now  the  habits  which  we  will 
practice  in  later  life.  Are  we  forming  habits  of  which  we  can  be 
proud  or  are  we  just  moving  along  with  the  crowd? 

After  having  observed  some  of  the  regular  routine  of  classwork 
at  ECJC,  one  would  have  to  decide  that  some  of  the  students  are 
not  forming  worthwhile,  but  rather  self-destructive  habits. 

Each  time  we  as  students  hand  in  papers  to  our  instructors,  we 
are  given  grades  or  an  evaluation  for  the  accomplishment  which 
we  have  made.  But  can  all  of  us  really  say,  “I  am  proud  of  my 
mark;  I worked  hard  for  it?” 

Too  many  of  us  are  rather  sheepish  about  conversing  on  the 
subject  of  grades;  that  is  a touchy  subject,  because  the  grades  are 
not  really  our  own,  but  the  rersult  of  a co-operative  affair.  Not 
everyone,  however,  is  reluctant  to  speak  on  the  subject;  one  hears 
occasionally,  “I’d  never  have  passed  that  quiz  if  Marge  hadn’t 
helped  me”  or  “Bill  told  me  the  last  three  answers  to  that  awful 
history  test.” 

That  little  help  you  asked  for  or  gave  to  someone  else  was 
cheating.  Cheating  does  exist  at  East  Central  in  many  forms — bor- 
rowed book  reports,  handed-down  blue  books,  using  concealed  class 
notes  during  a test,  accidentally  looking  over  someone’s  shoulder 
while  taking  a quiz,  copying  another  person’s  daily  work,  second- 
hand themes,  using  the  text  on  the  sly  during  a test,  taking  tests  or 
exams  from  the  instructor’s  office,  and  whispered  answers  during 
an  exam. 

The  incidents  connected  with  cheating,  however,  are  sometimes 
pathetically  humorous.  Consider  this  for  example;  someone  turned 
in  a book  report  on  THE  DESERTED  VILLAGE  with  the  name  of 
former  East  Central  student  given  as  the  author  of  the  poem. 

Cheating  is  by  no  means  a respector  of  subjects;  it  occurs  even 
in  Bible,  a course  which  of  all  studies  should  help  the  student  to 
form  character  traits  while  he  is  in  college.  Cheating  in  Bible  or 
any  other  course  lowers  the  character  of  an  individual  until  he  is 
no  longer  able  to  resist  other  temptations  that  arise. 

Let’s  take  an  anlysis  of  the  situation.  If  you  went  down  town, 
broke  into  the  jewelry  shop,  and  stole  some  jewelry,  you  would  be 
condemned  as  a thief  and  not  accepted  by  the  students  of  East 
Central.  But  you  can  take  all  the  knowledge  you  can  get  from 
others  and  still  be  one  of  the  most  popular  students  on  the  campus. 
Is  this  Christianity  or  even  good  Americanism  to  participate  in  a 
practice  which,  though  it  is  accepted  by  the  majority  of  the  students, 
will  eventually  result  in  degradation  of  character? 

We  as  East  Central  students  will  soon  be  taking  mid-term, 
examinations.  How  will  we  react  to  the  event?  Will  we  resist  the 
temptation  to  borrow  information  from  our  neighbor? 

Let  us  as  ECJC  students  and  as  true  Americans  not  indulge  in 
cheating,  and  our  character  will  be  better,  our  consciences  freer.

This  not  only  lowers  the  strength 
of  character  on  the  part  of  the 
cheater  but  the  student  fails  to 
get  the  needed  knowledge.

Campus  Christianity

Many  of  you  who  have  been 
reading  this  column  may  have 
wondered  just  what  the  term 
Christianity”  meant.  There  are 
several  other  questions  that  may 
have  come  to  you  or  that  may 
arise  about  this  subject.

Let’s  take  this  question  of 
Christianity  first.  I should  like  to 
bring  to  your  attention  two  ideas 
of  Christianity  by  two  authorities 
on  the  subject,  Jesus  Christ  and 
Paul,  the  second  greatest  mis- 
sionary the  world  has  ever  known. 

For  Jesus’s  idea  of  a Christian, 
we  must  read  the  entire  fifth 
chapter  of  Matthew.  This  chapter 
is  the  beginning  of  the  Sermon 
on  the  Mount.  This  chapter  be- 
gins with  the  Beatitudes  ana 
continues  to  point  out  the  quali- 
ties of  a Christian.  We  are  warn- 
ed in  the  parable  of  the  salt  that 
is  trodden  under  the  feet  of  men 
because  it  had  lost  its  savour  that 
we  as  Christians  are  worth  noth- 
ing if  we  lose  the  spirit  of  the 
Christian.  Throughout  this  chap- 
ter we  find  that  good  works  alone 
will  not  save  us,  that  it  takes 
more  than  that.  We  are  to  do 
good  to  ALL  men,  and  not  just 
to  those  who  are  good  to  us.  We 
are  to  love  ALL  men,  even  those 
who  curse  us,  who  hate  us,  or 
persecute  us.  In  the  last  verse  of 
this  chapter  we  are  admonished 
in  the  words  of  Jesus  himself: 
“Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as 
your  Father  which  is  in  heaven 
is  perfect.”  , 

Paul’s  idea  of  Christianity  is 
found  in  the  seventeenth  verse  of 
the  fifth  chapter  of  Second  Cor 
inthians,  where  we  find  these 
words:  “Therefore  if  any  man  be 
in  Christ,  he  is  a NEW  creature: 
Old  things  have  passed  away;  be- 
hold, all  things  are  become  new. 

If  that  is  true,  then  how  can  we, 
who  profess  to  be  Christians,  com 
tinue  to  live  in  sin  and  do  sin- 
ful things?  Paul  says  again,  in 
Romans  3:1-2,  ‘“What  shall  we 
say  then?  Shall  we  continue  in 
sin,  that  grace  may  abound?  God 
forbid.  How  shall  we,  that  are 
dead  to  sin,  live  any  longer 
therein?”  There  is  something 
drastically  wrong  with  our  Chris- 
tian experience  if  we  don’t  stop 
doing  those  things  that  are  not 
for  the  glory  of  God.  When  we 
are  truly  saved,  we  think  dif 
ferently,  speak  differently,  live 
differently,  and  we  ARE  differ- 
ent. We  become  “new  creatures” 
entirely.

if  we  have,  that  the  buildings  and 
homes  were  made  of  light  wood 
and  paper,  not  steel,  brick  or 
hardwood.

Ole  Miss  Specialists 
Meet  With  EC 
Faculty 

Dr.  J.  E.  McCracken  and  Dr. 
Russell  Leavenway  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi  were  con- 
sultants with  the  ECJC  faculty 
Dec.  5 and  6. 

Dr.  McCracken,  a specialist  in 
reading,  and  Dr.  Leavenway,  a 
clinical  psychologist,  came  to 
East  Central  at  the  request  of 
the  faculty  to  help  develop  plans 
for  the  Improvement  of  the  read- 
ing ability  of  ECJC  students. 

English  tests  given  East  Cen- 
tral Freshmen  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  revealed  about  one- 
half  of  the  students  are  reading 
on  a ninth  grade  level,  which  is 
a condition  found  elsewhere  in 
Southern  colleges.  The  most  pro- 
gressive colleges  are  alert  to  this 
condition  and  are  taking  steps 
toward  improving  this  condition.

Schools  as  Dr.  Rudolf  Suehnel  catches  his  breath  after  his  speech  on 
university  life  in  Germany. 


German  Educators  Visit  EC,  Tell 
Students,  Faculty  Of  School 
Life  And  Program  of  German 


Dr.  Suehnel  and  Dr.  Wolpers, 
German  educators,  told  the  stu- 
dents and  faculty  of  E.C.J.C.  in 
assembly  much  of  the  shool  life 
and  program  of  a German. 

These  two  educators  came  to 
the  United  States  sponsored  by 
the  program  of  exchanging  of 
American  and  German  educators 
for  the  purpose  of  visiting,  see- 
ing and  understanding  the  way 
of  life  in  the  two  countries.  They 
have  visited  Harvard,  Northwes- 
tern, University  of  Chicago  and 
East  Central  Junior  College  to  see 
the  American  college  at  work. 

Dr.  Suehnel  and  Dr.  Wolpers 
told  us  of  the  German’s  idea  of 
America  whcih  is  rather  distort- 
ed since  visiting  the  United  Sta- 
tes is  rather  a rare  event  for  a 
German,  and  they  have  to  de- 
pend upon  Amercan  literature 
and  movies  to  learn  about  Agier- 
lca;  therefore,  they  think  of 
America  as  a land  of  cities,  auto- 
mobiles, riches  and  wigwams. 

One  subject  which  interested 
the  East  Central  students  was  the 
liberalities  of  the  German  student. 
He  selects  his  own  subjects,  works 
out  his  own  programs  and  attends 
classes  according  to  his  own 
wishes  since  attendance  is  not 
checked.  The  students  learn  by 
trial  and  error  and  transfer  fre- 
quently to  other  universities  in 
order  to  secure  the  best  courses 


and  professors. 

One  tradition  which  has  been 
passed  down  from  the  middle  ages 
is  the  traveling  of  a specialist  in 
a trade  through  towns  and  coun- 
tries, making  his  living  by  doing 
the  work  of  his  particular  trade. 
This  is  required  before  he  can 
settle  in  one  place  to  set  up  his 
business.  This  man  is  called  a 
journeyman  (during  that  period 
of  traveling. 

We  were  told  of  the  secondary 
schools,  which  are  about  the 
equivalent  of  our  hig[h  schools  and 
of  the  senior  elementary  school 
and  the  public  elementary  school 

These  schools  are  not  usually 
co-educational;  no  lessons  are 
taughter  after  noon  but  are  on 
Saturdays.  The  school  year  often 
is  from  April  to  March  with  nine- 
teen days  of  vacation.  A small 
tuition  fee  is  charged  every  month. 
The  school  buildings  are  not  in 
too  good  condition  on  account  of 
destruction  during  World  War  II, 
and  they  do  not  receive  much 
financial  aid  for  education  since 
a large  sum  is  devoted  to  welfare 
work  mostly  for  refugees. 

Schools  in  the  Eastern  Zone 
are  controlled  by  Russians,  taught 
the  Russian  and  Chinese  langua- 
ges and  Russian  ideology.  In  the 
Russian  version  of  history  and 
geography,  America  is  not  men- 
tioned.

The  lowest 
bid  received  for  the  heating  and  plumbing  was  by  South  Central  of  Jack- 
son  which  bid  $34,300  and  the  highest  was  $44,200.  Triplett  Electrical  Com- 
pany of  Louisville  was  the  lowest  bidder  for  Electrical  work  with  $9,725. 
The  highest  bid  for  this  work  was  $13,454.
